SOUTHAMPTON CIVIC CENTRE 
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N our last issue we recorded that the City Cor- 
poration decided on June 11 to prepare a town- 
planning scheme for the City of London, exclud- 
ing the area, so largely occupied by the legal 

fraternity, known as the Inner and Middle Temples. 

There is little doubt that this resolution of the City 

Corporation will receive the approval of the Minister 

of Health in due course. The joint Report submitted 

to the Improvements Committee by the City Engineer 
and Mr. Gerald Eve puts forward a convincing and 
conclusive case. The “ square mile ” within the limits 
of the ancient city will now be subject to planning 
control, thus bringing it into line with the remainder of 

London and Greater London. 

The City can always be relied on to do things well, 
and, the Civic Survey embodied in the joint Report is 
one of the most interesting which we have had the 
privilege of seeing. The maps and diagrams accom- 
panying the Report provide a wealth of information as to 
existing conditions. With the exception of St. Paul’s 
and the City churches, the Halls of the City Companies, 
half a dozen other buildings of architectural or historic 
interest and, perhaps, a couple of dozen warehouses in 
Thames-street and Middlesex-street, practically the 
whole of the buildings in the City have been redeveloped 
since 1855. Of railway stations, the most ancient is 
Fenchurch-street Station, although Broad-street Station 
and, Cannon-street Station are also attaining a respect- 
able antiquity. The Report does not say so, but there is 
certainly room for modernisation in some of these stations. 

During the last thirty years, and especially since the 
War, the number of new buildings is astonishing, the 
new buildings having an annual rateable value of 
£4,000,000, or 42 per cent. of the total, and covering 
nearly a quarter of the building area of the City. Apart 
from these, there have been during the last fifteen 
years 820 cases of important alterations and additions 
distributed almost uniformly over the whole, proving 
conclusively that the City is very much a progressive 
area. As the Report well says: ‘‘ In an area where high 
site values predominate, the life of buildings tends to 
be comparatively short, and anything more than 60 
years old is liable to be redeveloped in the near future.” 
Instances will occur to all of us of sites which have been 
redeveloped several times during our own lifetime, but 
it is very illuminating to find these facts so graphically 
set before us. 

Road. improvements in the City are slow and costly 
matters, but it is gratifying to know that widenings 
have already been approved at certain congested points 
in Houndsditch, Bishopsgate, Queen Victoria-street and 
Newgate-street. Improvements are in contemplation 
for Aldersgate-street, Gresham-street, Leadenhall-street, 
Aldgate and Aldgate High-street, Fenchurch-street, 
Upper and Lower Thames-street, and part of Thread- 
needle-street. These make a brave show on the map, 
but here we venture to think that something much more 
drastic will have to be contemplated in the not distant 
future. The growth of vehicular traffic in the City 
since the Royal Commission on London Traffic in 1905 
shows a rate of increase of some 60 per cent. in 30 years, 
28 compared with an increase of nearly double this 
amount in other parts of London. This seems to 
indicate that the street congestion once it has reached a 
certain point will not allow many more vehicles to be 
forced into the same space, unless the average speed, can 
be increased. In such an area as the City, this can 
only be done by the replanning of the important traffic 
centres and intersections. The general slowing down of 
street traffic in the City has long been a matter of 
exasperation, and the cost and inconvenience to the 
public are incalculable. 

_ The proportion of commercial vehicles (19°4 per cent.) 

is naturally considerably higher than elsewhere, and

it is interesting to note that the Report frankly admits 
the unsatisfactory state of street traffic in the City of 
London. “ Although we may be accustomed to such 
a state of affairs, we cannot but recognise the almost 
incalculable losses sustained by reason of the ineffi- 
ciencies in what we may agree to accept as a necessary 
evil. Over and above the economical cost of running 
the vehicles is an invisible toll on every activity of the 
community—loss of time to individuals, loss of time to 
vehicles (involving interest on capital, maintenance and. 
fuel waste) and extra cost of goods.’”’ Colonel Haywood, 
a former City Engineer, writing nearly seventy years 
ago, saw this clearly enough: “Thus, inadequate 
thoroughfares are not only inconvenient, but are ex- 
pensive to the public ; lead to police regulations which 
impede the free and natural course of the traffic and 
business of a community ; and are repugnant to the 
spirit of the age.” 5 

Traditionally and actually the City is a trading 
centre. Facilities for access to it are essential to the 
City’s life, but not for passing through it. “‘ Hence the 
solution may lie rather in fostering the provision of 
ways to circumvent than to penetrate the City, while 
not neglecting to improve internal circulation for the 
purposes for which it is required.” 


Car parking or garage accommodation in the City is 
notorious by its absence, and the Report rather depre- 
cates the provision of such facilities on the ground that 
an increase of parking facilities would almost certainly 
be outweighed by a corresponding increase of cars on 
already heavily burdened streets. We cannot but think 
that this is a short-sighted policy which will require re- 
consideration, and it is to be hoped that this important 
point will not be overlooked in the expected Report to 
the Minister of Transport, now being drawn up by Sir 
Charles Bressey and Sir Edwin Lutyens. 


The surface utilisation map accompanying the Report 
indicates that the commercial premises are situated 
almost entirely in the eastern half of the City, to the 
east of -Queen-street. Warehouses are located either 
along the wharves or in the area east and north of St. 
Paul’s. Industrial uses, largely in connection with the 
numerous printing works, are mostly situated near 
Fleet-street or in the Valley of the Fleet, with smaller 
industries on the outskirts of the City proper. Open 
spaces are small and mostly consist of disused burial 
grounds scattered throughout the area, but minute as 
are these open spaces, totalling in all only 113 acres, 
they form invaluable oases in the heart of the commercial 
centre of London. 

Under Town Planning powers, which will become 
effective on the approval of the Minister of Health, the 
City Corporation will be empowered to control the 
height of buildings in the City, and it is very pleasing 
to know that the photographic survey of views of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral by Mr. W. Godfrey Allen, Surveyor 
to the Fabric, has been of great assistance in the com- 
pilation of the Report and the preliminary recommenda- 
tions made. The diagram showing the heights of build- 
ings existing in the neighbourhood of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
shows that the present general height is under 70 feet, 
and there are many buildings under 35 feet. The 
buildings of exceptional height are few and scattered, 
but there are about half a dozen amongst these which 
obstruct the view of the dome of the Cathedral. As 
the Report suggests, no great hardship would be suffered 
by fixing a limitation of height less than that allowed 
by the London Building Act, but somewhat in excess 
of existing heights where not disadvantageous to the 
views in question. It is a long and complicated task 
to fix a definite height limit with regard to each street, 
but this task must be faced at an early date if building 
enterprise is not to be hampered.

THE King’s Birthday 

The Honours List is of special 
Birthday interest as the first list of 
Honours. honours issued in the new 


reign, but with one or 
two notable and welcome exceptions, 
the arts do not receive the recognition 
which might have been expected in the 
circumstances. The architectural pro- 
fession, however, and all those who 
admire the distinctive and charming 
domestic work which has been erected 
from the designs of Mr. E. Guy 
Dawber, R.A., cannot fail to think that 
the honour of knighthood which has 
been conferred upon him is a well- 
deserved, though belated, recognition 
of his services to art. But his claims 
to recognition as an architect, con- 
siderable as they are, have been 
emphasised by his fine and long-con- 
tinued work for the preservation of 
our countryside—work which those 
who know its value have recognised by 
appointing him as Vice-President and 
Chairman of the Council for the Pre- 
servation of Rural England. His 
friends and admirers will congratulate 
him warmly upon an honour which is 
surely well deserved. We are also glad 
to note the knighthood conferred upon 
Mr. James G. West, F.R.1I.B.A., Chief 
Architect, H.M. Office of Works, who 
has done so much towards raising 
official architecture to its present high 
level of excellence.

The at the British Archi- 
wae tects’ Conference at 


Southampton, which we 
give on another page, 
was principally devoted to a 
subject which Mr. Percy Thomas 
considered in his inaugural address 
last year as President of the R.I.B.A., 
1.e., a plea for the greater employment 
of architects in our public and private 
lives. In his opinion, it is the most 
important subject in the professional 
life of architects, affecting not only 
the lives of architects, but the lives 
of millions of our fellow citizens. 
From the architects’ standpoint, an 
excellent case can be made for the 
greater use of the qualified designer, 
who should hold a far more important 
place in the community than he. does 
at present, and there can be no doubt 
that his neglect by an inconsistent 
public (who engage an architect when 
a church or town hall is required, 
but think he is unnecessary in the 
case of a house design) is “ so disastrous’ 
that an immense amount of energy 
and public money has to be devoted 
to the task of correcting the evils that 
result from it.” But the President’s 
conclusions from the comparisons he 
makes of the employment by the 
general public of other professions 
are not so convincing as his general 
observations. The services of solicitor 
or barrister where sought by the 
public are secured because there is 
no legal speculative alternative; and 
the services of the doctor or physician 
because the neglect of those services 
endangers the life of a sick person and 
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in the case of death the consequences 
for those responsible can be very 
serious indeed. 


AmonestT our illustrations 
Recent this week will be found

Southampton, Worthy buildings erected 
in Southampton during 
the past ten years, the most important 
being the new town hall (part of the 
Civic Centre), recently completed from 
the designs of Mr. E. Berry Webber, 
the winner of the open competition. 
Southampton retains much of its 
old-world character, and noticeable 
features in some of the streets are the 
bay and bow windows, of excellent 
proportion, which, one imagines, add 
dignity to the rooms they light. Houses 
of a speculative character are few, if 
comparison be made with develop. 
ments in the vicinity of London and 
other large towns. Well worthy of 
a visit are the lay-outs of the small 
estates by Mr. H. Collins, on which 
are erected small houses, detached 
and in groups, and also small blocks 
of flats. The architect has taken 
every advantage of the varying levels 
of the sites and has carefully pre- 
served the trees. The designs are 
varied and have occasional touches 
of modernity which are in scale and 
character. As a whole, the schemes 
are admirable in their picturesque- 
ness, and the houses desirable. 


The THE County Building Com- 
West- mittee of the Middlesex 
prarwend C.C. recommended _ the 
rang © Council that in _ their 


opinion a further appea! 
should be made to H.M. Government 
to contribute towards the cost of adding 
the Westminster House site to the 
Canning enclosure to form a _ per- 
manent open space. The Committee 
point out that what the municipalities 
are doing is to ask the Government if 
it is prepared to buy from them a most 
“at a figure of less than 
half its present market value to enable 
them to increase and preserve the open 
space in Parliament Square, more par- 
ticularly as the whole of the remainder 
of the Square enclosure is vested in the 
Crown.” While we believe that a wise 
decision has been made in securing the 
Abingdon-street site, the arguments in 
favour of adding the Westminster 
House site to the scheme are irresistible. 
It is too early yet to know whether 
there will be sufficient funds available 
from public subscription for this pur- 
pose, but failing that we are of the 
opinion that the Government should 
do their part, to enable an opportunity 
to be seized that may not occur again 
for another hundred years.

and showed a further improvement, 
compared both with the previous 
month and with a year ago, in all 
divisions and in all occupations. As 
regards individual occupations, em- 
ployment was very good with brick- 
layers, and good with other classes of 
skilled operatives; in some areas a 
shortage of certain men was reported. 
With labourers, etc., employment was 
slack but showed some improvement. 
The total percentage of unemployed 
is given as 11.1 per cent. (107,965 
men) and more men are employed in 
every division of the country, both 
as compared with April and with 
May, 1935. Returns as to the estimated 
cost of buildings for which plans were 
approved during May have been re- 
ceived from 145 Local Authorities 
(representing towns with a total popula- 
tion of 17,516,000 in 1931). These 
returns show that in May, 1936, 
plans were passed for buildings with 
an estimated cost of £12,492,900, as 
compared with £11,524,900 in May, 
1935, an increase of 8.4 per cent. 
in value. Especially satisfactory are 
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the increases in factory and workshop 
building, and churches, schools and 
public buildings.

The Chartered Surveyors’ Country Meeting.

New Government Buildings, Whitehall. 
The Crown Lands Bill, which deals with 
certain matters connected with the erection 
of new Government offices in Whitehall, was 
considered on June 16 by a Select, Committee 
of the House of Commons. Mr. J. H. Sal- 
mon, director of lands and accommodation 
of the Office of Works, giving evidence in 
support of the Bill, said the headquarters 
staff of the Government numbered about 
50,000, and 21,000 of those ought to be 
accommodated as near Whitehall as possible. 
There were now only 10,000 seats in the per- 
manent Government offices in Whitehall, and 
the remaining 11,000 officials were scattered 
in offices over an area with a radius of about 
three-quarters of a mile. Some of the offices 
in which they worked were very unsatisfac- 
tory, and some clerks worked in basements. 
The new buildings which it was proposed to 
erect would accommodate 5,350 people. It 
was estimated that the cost would be 
£1,750,000 for buildings and £1,500,000 for 
land, and the annual charge would be about 
£100.000. Against that there would be a 
saving of £125,000 now paid in rent. The 
Committee found the preamble proved and 
ordered the Bill to be reported to the House.

“Reason and Harmony in the Building 
Industry” 


Srr,—From time to time, covering possibly 
the last twenty years, attempts have been 
made by the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the Chartered Surveyors’ Insti. 
tution, the Institute of Builders, the Nationa} 
Federation of Building Trades Employers anq 
the Sub-Contractors’ Organisations, to put jn 
order the various agreements and understand. 
ings that have been arrived at between these 
bodies, the object being to obtain a more 
equitable code of working. These bodies 
with due consideration for the others’ point 
of view, have now had a joint conference, 
when decisions by these bodies were tabulated 
as follows :— 

The R.I.B.A. have agreed that the 193) 
Contract should be recognised to its fullest 
extent, and no attempts should be made to 
alter the 5 per cent. allowance on gub. 
contractors’ delivered goods, and that by 
reason of the intricacies and labour involved, 
more reasonable time should be given to 
builders to prepare their tenders. They have 
agreed that the too frequent use of the term 
‘“approved’’ finds no parallel in other 
industries and leaves a lot to be guessed at 
by the builders’ estimator. The architects 
have also agreed that the surveyors cannot 
take out correct quantities unless they have 
the details handed to them first. They depre- 
cate the draughtsman preparing details at a 
later stage without being in a position to 
refer to the detailed taking off, thereby leaving 
the builder also without recourse to the taking 
off, to ascertain whether the details and the 
bill of quantities do, or do not, harmonise, 

The Surveyors have agreed that the Stan- 
dard Form of Measurement for the Building 
Trades was instituted to remove some of the 
weird and wonderful expressions, methods and 
systems adopted in the past, and have, there- 
fore, agreed that they will work to the Code 
as far as is reasonably practical and not 
add any clause that ‘‘these Bills of 
Quantities are not necessarily in accordance 
with the Standard Form of Measurement.” 


The Builders, fully recognising the amount 
of skill and training required in their business 
and the value of their plant and their organisa- 
tion, have decided that work in the past has 
been taken at absurd prices, and that a com- 
parison with other industries, where the value 
of the work sold is not, as in the building 
industry, of a varying cost, according to 
circumstances, suggests that a better per- 
They have 
decided it is quite unnecessary to send in 
prices that savour of a cut-price tobacconist. 
They recognise that they have no contingency 
item to cover any unforeseen items, and that 
it is not dignified, with the expert knowledge, 
etc., required, to creep round the back door 
for what they have a right to expect at the 
front. door. 

The Sub-contractors have at last recognised 
that the responsibility for their work should 
lie wholly with them, and that it is un 
reasonable to call upon the builder to unload 
and hoist their material and to find them in 
coke, etc., clear away their ashes and generally 
wait and attend on them. Particularly in the 
case of the steel engineer, the proviso that the 
builder should assist to unload and hoist might 
not only be a formidable item, but one of a 
very vague and indefinite nature. They have, 
therefore, agreed that inasmuch as their work 
has been sub-let, it should be so in its entirety 
and that they will not call upon the builder 
to help to do something that is irritating and 
costly, and also unjust. The sub-contractors 
recognise that they are very often carryimg 
out work that, in the past, was the work 0 
the builder, and therefore, having taken that 
work away, should do so “‘ in toto,” and not 
call upon the builder to do the ‘ charring 
part. es 
But, alas, the rustling of the leaves in the 
garden where, following a strenuous day, 2 
the cool of the evening I had dozed off, 
awoke me to the fact that not yet has the 
ideal position arrived.

PROBLEMS IN THE 


OLD TOWN, SOUTHAMPTON 


By H. P. CART DE LAFONTAINE, O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.1. 


Tue selection of the County Borough of 
Southampton as the meeting-place for the 
British Architect’s Annual Conference seems 
to be an excellent choice, for several different 
but related reasons. The city is a centre of 
growing importance; it is the first 
town in England to be seen by many 
overseas visitors; it retains, to an 
unusual extent, the architectural features 
of its historic past and, by the recent 
reclamation of about 209 acres of foreshore in 
West Bay in connection with the new Docks, 
it has a unique opportunity, never before 
granted to an important seaport, for fine town 
planning and civic design, unhampered by 
those restrictions which make the work of the 
town planning consultant a series of fortunate 
achievements in a framework of disappoint- 
ments. 

The early history of ‘‘ Hamtoune’”’ or 
‘* Hamwich ’’—the prefix ‘‘South’’ was 
added somewhere about the middle of the 
tenth century to distinguish the place from 


the Hampton in Mercia (Northampton) 
which was incorporated in the Kingdom of 
Wessex in a‘D. 920—is lost in the mists of 
legend and conjecture. All that can be said 
is that it is very probable that there was a 
settlement here in early times, and that it 
was succeeded by a Roman station on the east 
bank of the River Itchen, near its junction 
with the Test. This early settlement was 
probably destroyed in the great flood of 1014, 
and soon afterwards, with the arrival of the 
Norman conquerors, a move was made to the 
higher ground on the peninsula between the 
Test and the Itchen. 

_ Here the Normans, with stone imported 
from France, built the first town, surrounded 
by strong walls some 20 to 30 ft. in height 
and about 5 to 6 ft. thick. This old town 
wall, of which a considerable part still re- 
mains, had towers and battlements and was 
dominated by the castle, standing on a mound 
near the centre of the western half of the 
enclosed area. On the south and west it rose 
from the sea shore, while on the north and 
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east sides additional protection from attack 
was provided by a wide ditch or moat. There 
were five main gates: the South or Water 
Gate and the West Gate, which gave access 
from the sea; the Bargate, the main entrance 
to the old town from the north; the East Gate 
and God’s House Gate, at the south-east 
corner, leading to the extra mural hamlet on 
the site of the first settlement. 

The walls and gates on the east side have 
since disappeared, though the line of the wall 
and ditch is preserved in the two lanes known 
as Canal Walk and Back of the Walls. On 
the south side traces of the wall can still be 
found in later buildings, and ‘‘ God’s House ”’ 
(with the Norman Chapel of St. Julian in 
Winkle-street) still remains at the south-east 
corner. 

On the west and north sides the Town Wail 
remained practically intact until recent times, 
and enough still stands to give an adequate 
idea of the whole. The Bargate still retains 
the original Norman work, though this was 
added to on the south side in the thirteenth 
century and a new front was built in Tudor 
times on the north side. 

The original town plan appears to have 
consisted of a north and south street (English- 
street, now High-street) running from the 
South or Water Gate to the Bargate, from 
which lesser streets branched to east and 
west, connecting with the Gates. A little 
later two new streets from south to north 
(French-street and Bull-street) were added : 
these turned eastward into English-street at 
the foot of the castle mound. Gradually the 
enclosed space was filled in: the backways 
and tracks between the old gardens became 
passages and alleys, but otherwise no con- 
siderable change took place until the destruc- 
tion of the Castle and the subsequent de- 
velopment during the fashionable period in 
Georgian times resulted in the construction 
of several new streets, squares and terraces 
in the Old Town and outside the walls, such 
as Albion-terrace and Portland-street on the 
west side, and Hanover-buildings and Bruns- 
wick-square on the east. The town had now 
spread out beyond the old walls on the north 
and east sides, and, no doubt, the first signs 
of the traffic difficulties (which were later to 
provide material for some half a century of 
argument and discussion) had already made 
their appearance. 

With the coming of the railway and steam- 
ship a further development took place, this 
time extending west and east and creating 
new traffic difficulties, more especially at the 
Bargate, the bottle-neck through which road 
traffic from the north had to filter to the 
Docks, and at the point of intersection of this 
north and south traffic flow with the east and 
west traffic along Commercial-road and Pound 
Tree-road to St. Mary’s-road and Bevois-road. 

It is probable, in the immediate future, 
that the development of the large area 
of reclaimed land between the West 
Station and the new Docks will shift the 
maximum traffic area rather to the west, but 
it is also probable that there will be a steady 
increase in the existing traffic from the north 
through, or around, the Old Town to the 
Docks. 

Of recent years the centre of the best shop- 
ping area has moved northwards from High- 
street to Above Bar, and the redevelopment 
of the area between High-street and Orchard- 
lane to improve property and site values is a 
factor of some importance in any scheme for 
replanning the Old Town. ; 

In 1928 the Corporation decided io call in 
a town planning adviser to report on the 
possibility of improving traffic facilities at 
the Bargate (for which various schemes and 
suggestions had been put forward during the 
last half century without any tangible result). 
At that time the valuable information which 
has since been collected and published by the 
Civic Society of Southampton* did not exist, 
and, in consequence, considerable time had to 
be spent, with the aid of special aerial photo- 
graphs, a traffic census, anda survey of the

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old walls and buildings of historic importance, 
before any general consideration of the 
problem was possible. 

In this preliminary study of the ‘“‘ special 
area’ three main factors had to be con- 
sidered : (1) The traffic problem of the Bar- 
gate bottle-neck; (2) the redevelopment of 
the Old Town to suit modern needs and to 
open up and display the old walls as an asset 
to the town in connection with tourist traffic, 
etc; and (3) the probable effect of the new 
Civic Centre and the new area near the West 
Station on future development. 

With regard to the traffic problem at the 
Bargate, 1, as town planning adviser, came 
to the conclusion that whatever was done 
here would only provide a local and, pos- 
sibly, temporary cure for the congestion. 
Our traffic census showed that during 
peak hours the number of vehicles pass- 
ing along High-street exceeded the capa- 
It was, therefore, one of 
my recommendations that a new traffic artery 
should be provided by clearing the small pro- 
perties between the two parallel lanes—Back 
vi the Walls and Canal-walk—to form a 
“ parkway ’’ running from Queen’s Park and 
the Docks to Victoria-road, and that the pro- 
perties adjoining should be acquired for re- 
development. The object of this proposal 
was to divert north and south traffic through 
to and from the Docks from the High-street 
and Oxford-street route. 

Unfortunately, this proposal proved imprac- 
ticable at the time, as was also the case with 
a suggested avenue leading from the Police 
Court end of the Civic Centre to the fore- 
court of the West Station. The present time 
seems opportune to revive at least the first of 
these suggestions, as it might well be adopted 
as the local memorial to our late King. 

Various other improvements were also 
considered, in consultation with the Borough 
Engineer and Surveyor, Mr. S. G. Stanton, 
A.M.Inst.C.E., as will be seen on reference to 
the plan given herewith, but it was eventually 
decided to concentrate on that part of the 
scheme known as the ‘‘ Bargate Improvement 
Scheme.” 

In this section conditions were favourable, 
as the Corporation had, with commendable 
foresight, gradually acquired most of the pro- 
perty likely to be affected, with the excep- 
tion of one or two blocks on the west side. 
The scheme as finally adopted (and of which 
the eastern half has now been carried out) 
provided for two ‘‘ one-way ”’ streets east and 
west of the Old Gate planned so as to form, 
when completed, an irregular octagonal 
*‘ place’? known as Bargate Circus. This 
line was adopted for two reasons : firstly, to 
give an easy gradient from north to south 
without altering the level of the existing 
roadway through the central arch of the 
Bargate; and, secondly, to provide the maxi- 
mum frontage to the new building line. 
When the western half of the scheme has 
been completed the roadway through the Bar- 
gate will be closed to ordinary traffic and 
reserved for ceremonial or State occasions, 
and as the Bargate is the historic gateway 
to the town, this seems both appropriate and 
convenient. 

The scheme included for the construction 
of two blocks of new buildings on each side 
of the new Circus of uniform design, but 
this part of the project has now been 
abandoned. 

Tt is unfortunate that in Southampton, as 
elsewhere, every project for civic improve- 
ment in a built-up area seems to arouse party 
strife and controversy. When the site for the 
new Civic Centre was under consideration a 
considerable and somewhat acrimonious divi- 
sion of opinion arose and lasted for months, 
and the Bargate Improvement Scheme has 
formed a battle-ground for years. It is 
singular that in a town with such a long 
record of arcnitectural achievement the appre- 
ciation of the services which the architect 
can render to the community is not generally 
realised, though the courageous lead given 
by the Corporation in the promotion and suc- 
cessful prosecution of the scheme for the new 
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Civic Centre is welcome evidence of a re- 
awakening to the importance of planning and 
civic design. But the general appreciation 
of the value—even the cash value—of town 
planning and what has been described as 
““ good manners in architecture ’’ seems ‘o 
have been forgotten, if one may judge by the 
actual appearance of the main thoroughfares 
of the town. 

In the High-street there are several modern 
buildings of distinction, designed by local and 
London architects, which do not attain to the 
rank of civic design owing to the absence of 
any general scheme for the control of eleva- 
tions. This is even more noticeable in Above 
Bar-street, where some good buildings are 
mixed with others of less architectural merit 
and quite different scale, to the detriment of 
both. In the centre of the town the oppor- 
tunity of securing a notable addition in civic 
design in the new frontages created by the 
Bargate Improvement has been lost by this 
same lack of control. 

It is to be hoped that the visit of the 
British Architects to Southampton may give 
timely support to the efforts of the Hamp- 
shire and Isle of Wight Architectural Associa- 
tion and the Civic Society of Southampton, 
both of which bodies have made many efforts 
to arouse public interest in the need for some 
form of architectural control in the redevelop- 
ment which is now taking place. 


THE BRITISH 
ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE 
SOUTHAMPTON 


Tue British Architects’ Conference at 
Southampton opened on Wednesday evening 


-last, when an informal reception was held 


in the Chantry Hall, St. Mary’s-street. An 
enjoyable evening was spent by the members, 
who were the guests of the Hampshire and 
Isle of Wight Architectural Association. 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

The Conference assembled in the Chantry 
Hall for the inaugural meeting on Thursday 
morning, and was welcomed He the Mayor 
of Southampton. The Presidential Address 
was then given by Mr. Percy Thomas, 
P.R.I.B.A., who, after expressing sincere 
thanks to the President and Council of the 
Hampshire and Isle of Wight Architectural 
Association for all they had done in connec- 
tion with the Conference and thanking the 
proprietors for permitting the use of the 
Chantry Hall for meetings, and the Mayor 
and Corporation for allowing the use of part 
of Mr. Berry Webber’s magnificent building 
for the Conference headquarters, said it was 
his duty as President to inaugurate the Con- 
ference by an expression of his views on 
some of the matters which most profoundly 
concerned them in these days. 


The Architect’s Services to the Community. 

He wanted to talk to them, not of what 
architects had done in the past, but of what 
they could do in the future if the community 
had the wisdom to give them the oppor- 
tunities that they were justly entitled to. 
Twelve months ago in his Inaugural Address 
to the R.I.B.A. he made a plea for the 
greater employment of architects in public 
and private lives. Since then he had en- 
deavoured to use what opportunities had 
come his way to repeat that plea in almost 
every important city in the country, and he 
made no excuse for again referring to it. 
It was the most important subject in their 
professional life, and it affected not only 
their lives but the lives of millions of their 
fellow citizens. He was not exaggerating 
when he said that one of the crying needs 
of our time was that the qualified designer 
should hold a far more important place in 
the community than he did at present. It 
ought to be obvious to everyone, but it was 
extraordinary how many people overlooked 
it, and the result was that an enormous num- 
ber of buildings were erected every year in 
this country without the services of a quali- 
fied architect, and when it was a matter of 
planning it did not occur to them that the 
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only person who ought to be allowed to plan 
was the person who had learned how to do 
it. Still worse, they even tended to over. 
look the need for planning altogether. Our 
modern towns and the extensions of our old 
ones had nearly all grown up without any 
plan whatever, and the results of this neglect 
were so disastrous that an immense amount 
of energy and public money had to be de- 
voted to the task of correcting the evils that 
resulted from it. 

It was remarkable how many people kept 
their minds in water-tight compartments in 
that matter of design and planning. If it 
was a question of a cathedral, a church, or 
a town hall, they recognised that, of course, 
they must have an architect. But it did not 
occur to them that the need was just as 
obvious in the case of every kind of build- 
ing and in the grouping of buildings and 
the lay-out of streets which went to make 
a town plan. 

What was the origin of that curious 
*‘ blind spot ’’ in.the public mind? They did 
not make a similar mistake in the case of 
the other professions. If they were involved 
in a law-suit they recognised as a matter of 
course that they must employ the services 
of the best solicitors and the best barristers 
that they could afford. If they were ill they 
at once called in the physician or the sur- 
geon. If they had toothache they went 
straight to the dentist. If their drainage was 
defective they called in a sanitary engineer 
without question. If they wanted a por- 
trait painted they looked for a skilled artist. 
But in the matter of architecture they were 
as likely as not to entrust themselves to 
people who had not a shadow of qualifica- 
tion for the work. 

He fancied the reasons for that curious 
aberration were two. In the first place the 
public were surrounded all their lives by so 
much had design and bad planning that they 
came to take it for granted. In’the second 
place they had never come to realise what a 
high degree of skill was required to produce 
either good architecture or good planning. 
Almost every man thought he could design 
his own house or his own factory if he had 
the time to spare. It seemed to him a com. 
paratively simple thing that only required 
common sense. He just did not realise that 
the production of good architecture required 
first of all a long and laborious training in all 
the elements of the art, and then the devotion 
ot a lifetime to the solution of all the varied 
problems that the architect had to deal with. 

He was not for a moment attempting to 
idealise the architect. There were bad archi- 
tects as well as good ones, just as there were 
bad surgeons as well as skilful ones, feeble 
barristers as well as brilliant ones. But the 
fact that there were some practitioners of an 
art who do not reach a high level was not 
a reason for dispensing with all of them and 
employing only people who had no qualifi- 
cations, good or bad. 


Fine Planning--and the Contrary. 

But no one who looked at the matter with- 
out prejudice could fail to admit the enormous 
difference that existed between the work— 
broadly speaking—of the qualified and the 
unqualified man. They had only to think of 
some actual instances in our own country. 
‘‘Think,’’ said the President, ‘‘ of some 
examples of fine planning—places that people 
go far to see, places that the whole nation 
is proud of. At once you think of Bath and 
the New Town of Edinburgh, of Cheltenham, 
and of such bits of city planning as Nash’s 
great London scheme from St. James’s Park 
to Regent’s Park. Compare them with the 
ordinary type of street and lay-out in the 
ordinary city or town. What caused the 
difference? Simply the fact that Wood and 
Craig and Adam and Papworth and Nash 
were employed to create the fine examples 
that I have mentioned and that nobody in 
particular was employed on most of the rest. 
It isn’t a matter of expense and extravagance ; 
many of these great schemes were remarkably 
cheap in cost, and some of them paid for 
themselves many times over. It is purely 
and simply the difference that comes from 
employing trained talent. 
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“Think for a moment of the other end of 
the scale—the kind of thing that the nine- 
teenth century could really do when it tried. 
If anyone thinks I exaggerate I invite him 


to give himself two experiences. Let him 


approach London from Kent and drive slowly 
through South London till he gets to Waterloo. 
Then let him enter London from the Essex 
side and drive slowly to Liverpool Street 
Station. If he will do that, if he will look 
carefully at what he sees as he goes by and 
will reflect on how it came to pass, he will 
agree with me. He will have traversed some 
of the most terrible areas that can be found 
anywhere in this country, terrible in their 
senseless ugliness, their hopeless confusion and 
congestion, their meanness and squalor. He 
will have passed miles and miles of houses that 
have been slums ever since they were first 
built. They are not decent housing that has 
become slum property. They have been hope- 
less from the start.”’ 


When they reflected upon the influence of 
those miles and miles of ugliness, disorder, 
and squalor upon the minds and characters of 
those who were brought up and lived their 
lives in those surroundings, they would realise 
the enormous magnitude of the evil, the task 
that lay before the community in trying to 
get rid of it, and the pressing duty that rested 
upon all to avoid the creation of such areas 
in the future. 


Repetition of Past Errors. 

‘*Do not imagine for one moment,’’ con- 
cluded the President, ‘‘ that we are in no 
danger of repeating these errors. In the short 
period since the War many of our cities and 
towns have been enlarged by the creation 
of great new built-up areas all round them, 
and I am sorry to say that in a great many 
cases the errors of the nineteenth century have 
been repeated. Within half a generation vast 
areas have been ‘ developed,’ as they call it, 
in such a way that they are simply the slums 
of the future. It is, then, our duty as citizens, 
as well as our duty as architects, to do every- 
thing in our power to prevent a repetition 
of these evils. I believe there are distinct 
signs of an awakening of public interest in 
these matters, and the members of the Allied 
Societies who are here to-day, representing as 
they do every part of the country, should 
take advantage of that interest and carry on 
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the campaign for the greater use of the archi- 
tect in every town and village in these islands. 
They will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that not only will they be providing oppor- 
tunities for the architects of the future, but 
they will be bringing greater beauty, comfort 
and efficiency into our national life.’’ 


“THE ARCHITECTURE OF TO-MORROW.” 
Mr. G. A. Jellicoe, F.R.I.B.A., then fol- 
lowed with an address on ‘‘ The Architecture 
of To-morrow.’’ He said that his paper did 
not discuss function or planning of balling, 
but was concerned only with the quality of 
architecture that might develop in the imme- 
diate future. They all knew and appreciated 
what was meant by “‘ functional design,’’ but 
in the opinion of many a building that ex- 
pressed its function only did not necessarily 
become good architecture. 
Influence of the Stage. 

The forecasts of architecture in history 
were interesting in making-such a prophecy. 
Thus the Baroque stage-designs of the 18th 
century came to overflow the theatre, and 
themselves became arghitecture during the 
course of years; and similarly we were able to 
see in the theatrical settings of Gordon Craig 
at the end of the last century the germ of the 
strong masses of modern building. The stage 
of to-day might be the architecture of to-mor- 
row. Many a production during the last few 
years on the London stage pointed the way 
of architectural aspiration. 


Another source of prophecy might be found 
in the work of painters, sculptors and all per- 
sons concerned with the decorative arts, for 
the creation of these was rapid, and history 
showed that architecture by its very substance 
lingered behind the other arts. Of all the 
arts he imagined that of sculpture was most 
nearly related to architecture, and when we 
saw such forms as those of Henry Moore we 
felt that there was a force in the world to-day 
that was struggling towards a new significance. 

To many people those new shapes were 
grotesque, but no one could deny their 
solidity and strength. Similarly in architec- 
ture, the most significant buildings of our time 
were those that were reduced to the simple 
planes and masses of function only; those 
shapes to many were equally repellent, and to 
the average man were insufficient esthetically. 

It was the purpose of that paper to fore- 
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shadow how building might once again acquire 
graciousness without loss of 
Good architecture had the qualities of com- 
modity, firmness and delight, and it seemed to 
him that lack of delight meant lack of 
graciousness. 


Sources of Inspiration. 

If they examined how building might be- 
come architecture they found that there were 
two sources of inspiration. There was the 
question, ‘‘ What will be the new relation to 
mankind?’’ and afterwards, ‘‘ What will be 
the new relation to landscape?’’ Discussing 
the former, the lecturer said the most vivid 
illustration he knew in the whole history of 
architecture to express what was meant by 
the quality of humanity drawn into architec- 
ture was that showing the mouldings designed 
by Michael Angelo for St. Peter’s at Rome. 
How vivid and vital they were, and how full 
of meaning. Remove them and reduce those 
wall surfaces to function and how great would 
be the loss for all time. They formed a docu- 
ment more valuable than any book. None 
among all the classic columns and entabla- 
tures built in our time could make such claim 
to vitality, for they were written in a language 
that was dead. 


Of modern buildings in this country, prob- 
ably the De La Warr Pavilion at Bexhill was 
the most expressive. Fine in conception and 
vivid in detail as it was, however, he felt sure 
that the brilliant designers would be the first 
to agree that it was only a short way on 
the path towards the architecture of the 
future. It was beyond him to prophesy what 
qualities of the human being would be caught 
by that new architecture. It would respond 
to nothing in history that we had yet met. 
He knew only that science in building was 
insufficient by itself to make building an art; 
that simakiod insisted upon warmth of heart 
in building; and that no individual architect 
could force the issues of evolution. 

In the future men might be housed in 
buildings containing ten or twenty thousand 
persons, but just as the course of history had 
again shown that human nature must remain 
individual, so those well-ordered buildings 
would contain within their structure a wealth 
of design which would give a sense of poverty 
to the great buildings of this nature that were 
now being built. It might be that the impulse 
would come when man had conquered the

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machine, and had greater leisure and more 


‘philosophy. 


Relation of Architecture to: Landscape. 

The relation to landscape was one in which 
he was particularly interested, and he thought 
it was safe to say that a new landscape was 
being formed without precedent in the past. 
So far it had been accepted that all buildings 
belonged to the soil on which they were built, 
either resting upon it strongly, as in Classic 
architecture, or growing from it like flowers, 
as in Gothic architecture. The new landscape 
might be formed of buildings descended, as it 
were, from the skies. Transport now meant 
that materials could be brought more cheaply 
from afar, and so buildings might contrast 
with, rather than form part of, the landscape. 
It could be seen in many illustrations of 
modern work how buildings were sometimes 
detached from the ground by standing on piers 
or columns; the underside being used for a 
garage, or some similar purpose. Thus the 
idea of delicacy of touch with the earth was 
emphasised, as though the buildings were not 
yet properly fastened to the ground. He 
thought this was a very sensitive and poetic 
idea—white gulls alighted on the green fields— 
and one which might well lead to a new out- 
look in, for instance, garden design. 

In looking into the future there was one 
thing of which he was sure. Through a period 
of chaos and indecision we should achieve law 
and order and noble architecture once again. 
This vision of a city of the future was not 
far removed from what was, to his mind, still 
the greatest work of landscape architecture the 
world had ever known—the Acropolis at 
Athens. 


** THE PLANNING OF A GREAT SEAPORT.” 

Prof. W. G. Holford, A.R.I.B.A., B.Arch. 
(Liverpool), then read a paper on this sub- 
ject. Having dealt with the historical 
development of Southampton, and described 
the port’s geographical and other advan- 
tages, he said the industrial revolution 
pursued a very moderate course at South- 
ampton; nevertheless, it was the turning- 
point in its career as a port. The first 
dock was opened in 1843. The following 
year the whole length of the railway line 
from London was ready for use. Its popu- 
lation of 19,000 in 1831 grew to 60,000 fifty 
years later. Then in 1892 the docks were 
taken over by the railway company. The 
rate of progress was immediately accelerated, 
because the unique possibilities of the port 
as a passenger terminal were now sys- 
tematically exploited. 

This development, however, created a new 
problem for the town, which now no longer 
owned its foreshore nor controlled its har- 
bour. The general term ‘the planning of 
Southampton ”’ had, therefore, either a very 
vague or a very complex significance. 
Planning in the twentieth century was nearly 
as much a matter of private enterprise 
as it was in the nineteenth. On the one 
hand, the Southern Railway was deter- 
mining the future of the port and its rail- 
way approaches on what was evidently a 
progressive policy; on the other hand, the 
Corporation had powers under the Housing 
Acts and the Town and Country Planning 
Act to go part of the way only in deter- 
mining the future plan of the town. 

There were two qualifications to be 
made: first, the problem of the marine 
terminal was in many respects a national 
and not a private one. Seaport planning 
required a fusion of commercial, municipal 
and national interests if it was to be con- 
structive. Conversely, no two ports in the 
world were alike, neither in their physical 
characteristics nor in the character of their 
trade. Blunt Lancashire critics had even 
grumbled that Southampton was not a port 
at all, but a railway station. Making allow- 
ance for northern rivalry, this remark was, 
nevertheless, to the point. Southampton 
had not the same vast industrial hinter- 
land as Liverpool, for whose produce it was 
the natural outlet. It was, instead, the 
ideal passenger terminal, the point of con- 
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junction. of road lines, railway lines, air 
lines and sea routes, with speed, facility 
and convenience .as its chief recommenda- 
tions, whether it was dealing with human 
beings or with other types of perishable 
cargo. 


Facilities for Water-borne Commerce. 

The main item in port planning’ was the 
provision of all the necessary facilities for 
the various types of water-borne commerce. 
The first of these concerned the location of 
wharves and transit sheds for general cargo, 
the connections between rail and water 
carriers at as many points as possible, and 
the provision of dry docks and ship-repair 
yards on the waterfront. Taking into 
account its particular type of trade, South- 
ampton appeared to be well catered for in 
all those respects. 

Next came the problem of accessibility to 
the wharves by streets and railways. One 
of the most simple and effective arrangements 
of this was to be seen at Marseilles, 
with its wide, straight dock road, set well 
back from the waterfront, and its “ old 
port’’ for the small craft, yachts and 
excursion steamers, with very wide quays, 
situated almost in the heart of the city. 
The railway connections, however, were not 
so satisfactory. The wharves at South- 
ampton were extremely accessible, but it 
might not be long before the pedestrian 
would be at odds with the trains and the 
motor cars. An elevated roadway along a 
part of the front would greatly assist the 
traffic problem. 

Public markets and cold storage were the 
next items to be reckoned with; also, the 
provision of a separate fisherman’s harbour 
and fish wharf, when the town was big 
enough to warrant it. There was an interest- 
ing one at Boston. The oil and _ spirit 
jetties and the coal wharves should, of 
course be placed to one side, or near the 
outskirts. At Southampton the coal 
wharves were on the banks of the Itchen. 


Dock. Workers’ Housing and Transport. 
Then came the big problem of the housing 
and transportation of the dock workers. 
From the experience of other ports it seemed 
that the accommodation should be of two 
kinds: garden suburb or housing estate 
development at a distance, with the pro-

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vision of some cheap and direct means of 
transport, between it and the docks; and 
urban flats or tenements, as near as Possible 
to the dock estate. Dockers were gregarious 


folk, and, with all its disadvantages, they 


probably preferred the urban to the sub- 
urban life. Also, in spite of every effort 
to decasualise dock labour, it was still ver 
irregular, and, this lessened the attraction 
of a long .daily journey to the outskirts, 
Southampton had its slums, as, for example 
in St. Mary’s Ward and the Town Ward. 
and large-scale clearance would provide . 
magnificent opportunity for rebuilding to 
this very purpose. Some time in the future 
it might be possible to make a direct con- 
nection -with housing estates at Bitterne, 
Woolston and beyond by. means of a railway 
tunnel under the Itchen. 

The question of the location of industries 
was too complicated to discuss in detail, but 
it must be remembered that any extensive 
plant spread across the waterfront of a 
harbour would block land that might be 
wanted for future port development. 


Facilities for the Public. 

Now came the question of facilities for the 
public. The first essential was good 
accommodation for passengers landing from 
ships, whether they were ocean liners or 
excursion launches. New York, which was 
one of the largest passenger poris in the 
world, was notoriously bad in that respect. 
The contrast was sharp indeed between the 
traveller’s first vision of the New York sky- 
line, with its mounting spires seen across a 
pearly sea, and his succeeding impression of 
dirty wharves, ill-smelling cargo, the 
chaos of the Customs and the scramble for 
a_ taxicab. Southampton was a cheerful 
port at which to land, but even here a great 
deal more could be done in the designing 
(or even painting) of landing sheds, and in 
the provision of better accommodation for 
sightseers and friends. 

More serious than this was the lack of 
facilities for the visitor to the port, and, in 
particular, for the ordinary citizen of 
Southampton who would like to take his 
recreation on his own foreshore. There 
was already a little piece of the reclaimed 
area to the west of the Royal Pier which 
was scheduled as a recreation ground. It 
was tucked away out of sight of the main 
docks, and was not in a very good position 
for other reasons. But an elevated road- 
way or footway might be built along the 
Town Quay from this point, with branches 
on to an upper level ef the pier and on 
to the roofs of the sheds on the Town Quay 
jetty. It might descend at Queen’s Park, 


-having brought the pedestrian safely over 


the head of the traffic. This aerial prome- 
nade, about 500 yds. long, joining the open 
spaces of Queen’s Park and the Recreation 
Ground, could be quite a light structure, 
and, if extended to the roofs of the cargo 
sheds, would provide an excellent grandstand 
from which to watch the events of the 
harbour. At the corner of the Town Quay 
a yacht landing, with formal steps giving 
on to an open place, might act as a semi- 
ceremonial entrance to the town at the foot 
of the High-street. 

Finally, there was the question of air 
transport to be considered. In this matter, 
too, Southampton was favourably situated. 
Southampton was an excellent seaplane base. 
It had stretches of water in several direc- 
tions long enough and calm enough to offer 
safe landing and taking off. In the near 
future, at least, the chief importance of 
aircraft to/the port seemed to be as con- 
necting links with the fast ocean liners an 
as taxis. It was too early to say whether 
Southampton had possibilities as a terminus 
or a port of call for a transatlantic air ser- 
vice. For the manufacture and testing 0° 
seaplanes Southampton was, of course, ideal.

Recent Architecture in Southampton. 
In connection with the British Architects’ 


Conference, which is being held this week 
at Southampton, we _ illustrate ~ several 
examples of recent architectural work in the 
town and its neighbourhood. No comment 
is necessary on these excellent works, but 
we give below some particulars which we 
have received of two of the buildings illus- 
trated. 


The Missions to Seamen, Southampton. 

The site of this building, which is in 
Queen’s-terrace, faces the main entrance to 
the docks, overlooking a park, which extends 
for some distance in front of the docks; and 
in the immediate vicinity are all shipping 
offices, etc. The complete scheme will in- 
clude a chapel, library, reading and writing 
rooms, and these will be built when funds 
allow. At present the accommodation pro- 
vided is a large main hall for games, con- 
certs and cinema shows, for which purposes 
a stage and projection-room, with wiring 
for sound apparatus, has been provided. 
Next to this hall. and divided from it by 
a folding screen, is a billiards-room for two 
tables; a servery and writing recess complete 
the ground floor. The officers’ lounge, 
officers’ writing-room, and secretary’s and 
chaplain’s office is situated on the first 
floor. 

On the second floor is a ladies’ rest-room, 
committee rooms ani signal school. The 
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flooring to the first and second floors is cork 
tiles in light and medium-coloured squares. 
Maple strip flooring is used in the main hall, 
and ‘‘ Colorphalte’’ for the remainder of 
the ground floor. All walls internally are 
plastered with a ‘‘ Presdwood ’’ dado on the 
ground floor; all joinery is oak, with oak 
flush doors used throughout. 

The south elevation is of 2 in. sand-faced 
bricks, with metal windows, grilles, balus- 
trades, etc. The entrance doors are flush 
doors with metal-faced ply externally. The 


building is steel-framed, with concrete 
floors and flats and cavity walls. 
The general contractors were Messrs. 


G. E. Prince and Son, of Southampton, and 
the sub-coniractors were as follows: E. C. 
and J. Keay, Ltd., steelwork; Henry Hope 
and Sons, metal windows and lanterns; Die- 
speker and Co., Ltd., concrete floors, flats 
and terrazzo; Hollis Bros., maple floors; 
Armstrong Cork Co., Ltd., cork tile floor- 
ing; Limmer and Trinidad Lake Asphalte 
Co., Ltd., asphalt and ‘‘ Colorphalte ”’ ; 
J. P. White and Son, oak flush doors; 
Elliot Bros., 2 in. facing bricks; F. W. Cook 
and Co., Ltd., electric light and heating. 

Messrs. Gutteridge and Gutteridge, 
F.R.1I.B.A., are the architects. 


New Grammar School for Girls,

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
William Joseph Ballard, of Birmingham, at 
the age of 82.

In 1876 he began his 
association with technical education in the 
city, and when technical classes were begun 
in 1891 at the Midland Institute, Mr. Ballard 
became head teacher of architectural drawing 
and building construction, and on the com- 
pletion of the Technical School he became 
chief lecturer in building construction. He 
was elected a Licentiate of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects in 1910, from which he 
retired in 1932. He was also a member of 
Birmingham Architectural Association since 
its foundation 60 years ago. For a short 
while he practised as an architect in Birming- 
ham, and among the buildings he carried out 
was the Metropoie Theatre in Snow Hill.

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Tur task of the assessor, Professor W. G. 
Newton, in this competition, must have been 
uncommonly difficult, and at first sight his 
reasons for some of the awards are not ob- 
vious. A more detailed survey of those of 
the 102 sets sent in which were in the running 
suggests that the deciding factor for the first 
two premiums was economy in construction 
and in administration, while the design placed 
third displays such an unusual (and in many 
ways excellent) solution that it merits recog- 
nition. 

The site is a good one—a large open piece of 
ground, with road frontages to the south and 
west, and sloping upwards from the south- 
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mass and recessed plans is well appreciated, 
though the proportions of the oblong tower 
over the administrative block are perhaps 
not quite happy. 

The design placed second, by Messrs. A. K. 
Taylor, A.R.I.B.A., and J. W. Davidson, is 
of a different type, with two parallel blocks 
running from west to east, which are con- 
nected near this eastern extremity by the 
assembly hall, with main entrance and ad- 
ministrative block to the south and art room 
to the north. On the lower ground floor, at. 
western end of the two blocks, that to the 
south accommodates. the gymnasium and 
changing rooms, whilst the north block has a

west corner. As is often the case, many com- 
petitors have not taken full advantage of 
the possibility this gives, but have adopted 
the conventional type of plan, with buildings 
grouped round one or more “‘ quads.’’ Com- 
paratively few, also, have given what is 
usually considered the best aspect—south-east 
—to all their classrooms. 

Several interesting schemes would be costly 
to build and expensive to run, an observation 
which applies also to the third premiated 
design, although upkeep would probably be 
less than in some other schemes. 

It. is significant that the simplest plans and 
elevations definitely stand. out as superior to 
those with more conventional features, and the 
symmetrical plan is not such a good solution 
as the asymmetric schemes. 

Turning now to a consideration of some of 
the designs, the scheme placed first (Messrs. 
Marshall and Tweedy, FF.R.I.B.A.) is a good 
winner. It is a simple, direct solution, which 
can be divided into two parts: the adminis- 
trative block at the south-west angle, which 
includes the main entrance, assembly hall, 
dining hall, kitchen, gymnasium, etc., head- 
master’s rooms, and offices, and to the right 
of this a long wing, facing south east, accom- 
modates lavatories, cloakrooms and _ class- 
rooms on the ground floor, with labs. over, 
while the workshops are planned:in a space 
at the north-east corner. The lay-out of the 
playing fields is ingenious, and the curved 
approach roads to the school entrances are 
good. 

_The elevations grow quite logically and 
simply from the plans and the value of

working shops. Also on the ground floor 
are, in the south block, the classrooms,

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laboratories, art room, dining room and 
kitchen. Only. the south block has another 
story, in which are classrooms, library and 
masters’ common room. ‘The elevations are 
severely practical but have good proportions, 
and the whole scheme would be economical 
to construct and easy to run. 

The design placed third, by Mr. Paul 
Pascoe, A.R.I.B.A., is composed of a series 
of detached units connected by covered 
ways and is quite unlike any school building 
we have yet seen. The author bases his 
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whole conception on an open-air scheme and 
has a row of detached classrooms approached 
by covered ways, with a connecting gallery 
at roof level, and wind screens, which appear 
to be adjustable, on’ the south side of each 
classroom. The centre of the scheme is 
occupied by a large circular open space. To 
the north of this is a curiously shaped 
hall with cloakrooms, etc., while south-east 
and north-west are two detached blocks; that 
on the south-east side contains headmaster’s 
rooms, administrative offices and _ prefects’ 
room, with library and masters’ common 
room over, while the corresponding block on 
the north-west side accommodates lavatories 
and cloakrooms on the ground floor, with 
dining rooms and kitchen above. At each 
end of the two covered ways (running east 
and west from the centre circle) are further 
detached blocks, that to the north-west being 
the gymnasium and changing rooms, with 
art and geography over, while the correspond- 
ing buildings on the north-east are intended 
for metal and wood workshops and physics 
on ground floor, with chemistry over. This 
plan, although ingenious and original, would 
certainly be difficult in supervision and 
rather costly to build. The elevations, 
naturally, grow out of the plan and are also 
unlike any ordinary school. 

- Space does not permit of more than a brief 
mention of one or two of the unpremiated 
designs. 

Messrs. Percy Tubbs, Son and Duncan 
(No. 13) send a scheme which shows care- 
ful study and has many interesting points. 
The classrooms face south-east in a project- 
ing wing, on two floors. The assembly hall 
is in the centre with administrative block and 
main entrance to the south and cloak-rooms 
and lavatories to the north of it. The dining 
hall and kitchens are to the left of the main 
entrance, and gym changing rooms and 
workshops in another projecting wing to the 
north. The elevations mass well and would 
be interesting from all aspects, but the 
scheme would be more expensive to build 
than that of the winner, even though (as is 
possible) the cube is not much greater. 

No. 57 (Messrs. Pearson and Son) has the 
assembly hall and main entrance at the west, 
with two parallel wings of unequal length 
running eastward from it. This would be a 
good workable scheme, and is distinguished 
by good proportion and massing in_ the 
elevations. Advantage is taken of the differ- 
ence in level to provide an internal cycle store 
under the south-west corner of the main 
block.

Mr. J. K. Harrison (No. 26) has an interest- 
ing plan, with assembly hall, administration, 
main entrance and labs, towards the east, 
and art room, library, dining hall and 
kitchen at the north end of the main block. 
The classrooms face south in a long block, 
which continues westward, with a break 
back to house cloak rooms, lavatories, gym 
changing room, covered playground and work- 
shops. The defect in this scheme is that the 
dining hall is not sufficiently accessible. The 
elevations are well proportioned and grow 
naturally from the plan. 

wles-Voysey shows a scheme with 
particularly pleasant elevations. ‘There are a 
number of other schemes. which present good 
points, either in plan or elevation, but in 
most cases the plans lack simplicity, and in 
the elevations ‘‘ features ’’ have in some cases 
been aimed at which are not altogether 
successful. 


THE WINNERS’ REPORT. 


The award in this competition is given 
under Competition News, page 1260. From 
the report of the winning architects, Messrs. 
Marshall and Tweedy, FF.R.I.B.A., we take 
the following extracts :— 

It is thought that the symbolic character 
of this building will be most fittingly ex- 
pressed by a broad, simple, modern treat- 
ment of dignified proportions, arising from 
the catehally studied arrangements of its 
simple unity, and reminiscent of that which 
is most suitable for school design. Anything 
in the nature of experiment would be avoided, 
yet the building would meet every modern 
requirement. 

Layout.—The building has been placed at 
the south-west corner of the site, at the 
junction of Old Bedford-road and Badgers Hill- 
road. It is divided into two main wings, one 
running north and south and the other from 
south-west to north-east. The first contains 
the assembly hall and gymnasium, and the 
second, facing south-east, the main teaching 
rooms, Both these wings are placed on 
practically level ground. Special attention 
has been given to the elevations; the teaching 
room block is simply expressed, and the in- 
teresting mass presented to the main approach 
is built up from a logical plan form. 

The forecourt would be simply laid out with 
lawns and shrubs, linked to the building by 
flowers in brick boxes around the base of the 
approach wings. The playing fields have been 
given very careful consideration, and ample 
space has been provided to meet all require- 
ments. 

The principal internal arrangements are as 
follows :— 

The assembly hall is approached from a 
spacious entrance hall, with a separate stair- 
case to the gallery. The stage is so arranged 
that the couch room and instructors’ room 
and changing room can be used as retiring 
rooms. Provision is made for cinematograpn 
ae seer and provision could be ne for 
oud-speakers to be housed behind the stage 
in a special chamber if full provision for sound 
films were required. 

The dining-room is adjacent to the assembly 
hall, and has excellent service arrangements, 
with a conveniently placed tradesmen’s 
entrance. 

The headmaster’s study and the school 
offices, etc., are placed in a separate wing 
between the main entrance and the principal 
boys’ entrance, - 

The gymnasium is approached along an open 
corridor, and has doors opening out into a 
terrace on the east side. Ample changing 
room accommodation is provided, and the in- 
structors’ room and the couch room are con- 
veniently placed near to it. 

The classrooms are placed facing south-east, 
which is the ideal aspect, so that while there 
is ample sun in the morning, the classrooms 
will not be too hot in the afternoon: also this 
aspect has the advantage of avoiding the pre- 
vailing wind. The lockers are placed in bays 
off the main corridor opposite the classrooms. 

The workshops, etc., are placed in a separate 
wing to avoid disturbance to the other parts 
of the school. 

Cloakrooms and Lavatories.—As the school 
is a large one it has been thought desirable to 
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separate the cloakrooms and lavatories into 
two blocks, one near each of the two boys’ 
entrances and staircases. 

One of the cloakrooms has a special drying 
room attached; the other could have a similar 
provision, or could be equipped with special 
drying-racks. 

The laboratories, etc., are placed facing 
south-east over the classrooms, advantage 
being taken of the extra width over the wide 
corridor below to make the laboratories 
24 ft. 44 in. wide. 

The art room is in a separate wing, with 
the main light on the north-west side. 

The staff room is over the headmaster’s 
study, etc., and has adequate lavatory accom- 
modation, and the amenity of an open terrace. 

The covered playground is in the most 
accessible position adjoining the main ground- 
floor corridor. 

The bicycle sheds are placed along the 
approach road to one of the boys’ entrances. 

The caretaker’s cottage is near the secondary 
entrance. 

Construction.—The design lends itself to 
construction in either steel or reinforced con- 
crete, or a composite building using both 
media. The assembly hall would be more 
practicable in constructional steel, and the 
remainder of the building in reinforced con- 
crete. 

In the classrooms generally the construction 
consists of hollow tile floors and roofs not 
more than 5 in. deep, spanning on to beams 
which frame on to beams and columns; the 
internal columns of reinforced concrete or 
steel, and the external columns of brick where 
brick piers are conveniently available. The 
fact that the floors are of hollow tile con- 
struction appreciably lessens the dead loads to 
be carried, and therefore cheapens the frame- 
work and the foundations. In addition, the 
vibs of the tile form an excellent key for the 
plaster. The advantages to be gained from 
this form of construction, from the viewpoint 
of sound and heat transmission as well, would 
recommend it. 

The external panel filling consists of 11 in. 
cavity walling with grey-brown facing bricks 
and Fletton bricks internally; partitions, 
4} in. Flettons. A small amount of artificial 
stone is employed around the entrance doors, 
assembly hall, windows, etc., and as copings. 
The whole of the windows would be of a heavy 
section metal. 

The flat roof would be waterproofed with 
three-ply bituminous sheeting, on which 
3 in. of gravel is placed for insulation. 

The whole of the school floors would be 
covered with ‘‘Granwood” blocks. The 
assembly hall floor would be covered with oak 
wood blocks, and the gymnasium floor with 
oak strip flooring. 

The walls generally would be plastered and 
finished in washable distemper or a flat paint 
finish. Faience tiles would be used to a 
limited extent in corridors and cloakrooms. 

Ventilation.—The classrooms have ample 
window space on the south-east side, and on 
the side adjoining the corridor have smaller 
windows placed high in the wall to give ven- 
tilation across the corridor. On the upper 
floor the corridor is kept low, so that there 
is direct cross-ventilation to the laboratories, 
etc. The assembly hall and gymnasium both 
have ample window space on both of the two 
long sides. 

Heating.—The heating chamber is placed 
under the cloakroom near the entrance hall, 
providing a convenient and central position 
with easy communication by means of ducts 
with all parts of the building. The heating 
system would be low-pressure hot water, with 
electricity-driven accelerators, flush-panel 
radiators being placed under the windows 
generally. 

The total estimated cost is £45,313. 


Housing Scheme for Abernethy. 

One of the few burghs in Scotland that 
have built no houses under the Housing Acts 
is Abernethy, but the Town Council now pro- 
pose to go on with a scheme of 24 houses for 
the relief of overcrowding and the replace- 
ment of unfit houses in the burgh. They are 
at present in communication with the Depart- 
ment of Health in regard to the plans. 
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AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS 


LECTURE AT THE R.1.B.A. 


CotoneL W. Garrortu, D.S.0., M.C., RE 
(Retd.), of the Air Raid Precautions Depart- 
ment, Home Office, gave a lecture at the 
R.I.B.A. on Monday evening, June 22, on 
the subject of ‘‘ Some Princi’ ne of Protection 
in Air Raids.’’ He stated that, although 
everybody hoped the’ necessity would not 
arise for putting air raid precautions into 
operation, it was incumbent on all concerned 
to be prepared. The preparation of ap 
A.R.P. scheme did not mean the inevitability 
of an air raid any more than the taking ont 
of a fire insurance meant the inevitability 
of a fire. It was suggested that architects 
should study this important matter, and that 
there was a technical side to the problems 
which emerged, which required most careful 
consideration and attention. 


Structural Precautions. 


The Air Raid Precautions Department was 
a civil department, and part of the Home 
Office. A number of books and memoranda 
were under preparation by the Department; 
one or two had already been published and 
were obtainable at H.M. Stationery Office, 


The book on Structural Precautions against 
Bombs and Gas, which was now under pre 
paration, was a matter of special interest to 
architects. A committee consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, the 
Institution of Heating and  Ventilatin 
Engineers, and the Institution of Structu 
Engineers, together with representatives of 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force, a representa- 
tive of the Building Research Department and 
Mr. Tudsbery, Civil Engineer of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, was now at work 
on the preparation of this important book. 
Owing to the large subject and the many 
aspects which had to be examined, it was not 
expected that the book would. be available 
for at least a year. The book would detail 
what precautions could be taken in new 
vonstruction and how old buildings could be 
adapted in accordance with the principles of 
protection. Such precautions were reasonable 
and in no way revolutionary. The book 
would also deal with the subject of town 
planning. 


After a few remarks regarding the modern 
bombing aeroplane and the great difference 
between an air bombardment of the future 
to anything that took place in the last war, 
the lecturer proceeded to paint a picture of 
what an air bombardment would be like, 
giving particulars of the various weapons to 
be used. He then described what precautions 
could be taken to meet the resultant dangers, 
and explained that although the cost of pro- 
viding complete protection against direct hits 
by the heavier type of bombs was consider- 
able, a great deal could be done to provide 
protection against the effects of splinters, 
blast and gas. 


The lecturer explained how the instructions 
in the use of gas masks, etc., could be 
obtained through the good offices of the 
Societies of the British Red Cross and the 
St. John’s Ambulance. Finally, he desired to 
impress upon everybody the great importance 
of the subject of air raid precautions, which 
deserved the attention of all who had the 
safety of their country at heart.

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NTEENTH ORDINARY COUNCIL 
ae MEETING. 


Tue seventeenth ordinary council meeting 
of the Architects’ Registration Council was 
held on Tuesday at 66, Portland-place, W.1, 
with Mr. Sydney Tatchell, F.R.1.B.A., in 

hair. 
a minutes of the fourth annual council 
meeting and the sixteenth ordinary council 
meeting, both held on March 20, were con- 
firmed : ; ; 

Arising out of the minutes, Major G. B. J. 
Athoe pointed out that two of the R.I.B.A. 
representatives sitting on the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education had also been nominated 
as representatives of other bodies (Mr. W. 
Moberly for London University, and Hon. H. 
Pakington for the Architectural Associa- 
tion). He submitted that this had the effect 
of cancelling the nominations. oa 

After some discussion, the Solicitor (Mr. 
Medley) was instructed to examine the posi- 
tion and report. : ; 

Reports of the various committees were 
presented, from which the following points 
are taken :— 

ProrrssionAL Purposes Commirter.—lt 
was reported that the Code of Professional 
Conduct, which was issued to all registered 
architects early in April,* had been well 
received. 

In discussion on this matter, Mr. G. W. 
Jackson stated that although about 3,000 
‘unattached ’’ architects had been sent 
copies of the Code, only eleven communica- 
tions in reply had been received by the 
Committee. That fact might be taken as 
being satisfactory. It meant that “ un- 
attached” architects generally approved the 
principle of the Code. As a representative 
of the ‘“‘unattached’’ architects, he wished 
to thank the Press for their help in making 
the Code known, and especially The Builder 
for publishing the Code in the ample manner 
it had. 

The report stated that the majority of 
inquiries in relation to the Code referred to 
cases in which registered architects were also 
engaged in business as estate agents. A recom- 
mendation was carried “‘ that where busi- 
ness as an auctioneer and/or house or estate 
agent was being carried on at the time of 
registration, no action be taken in the matter. 
but that any registered architect attempting 
to, or who has attempted to, start any busi- 
ness as auctioneer and/or house or estate 
agent after the date of his registration be 
informed that such action is not in accordance 
with the recognised custom of the architec- 
tural profession.” 


Professional Conduct. 

A number of specific inquiries relating to 
professional conduct were zeceived. One 
related to a complaint from the. Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers relating 
to a letter written by the President of a 
provincial association to the mayor of a cer- 
tain borough suggesting that the erection 
of a new hospital should be entrusted to an 
architect instead of to the borough engineer, 
whom it was intended to appoint for the 
work, the borough engineer himself being a 
registered architect. The Committee reported 
that the implication in the letter that the 
borough engineer in question was not a 
registered architect had been withdrawn by 
the President of the provincial association 
concerned. 

Speaking on this point, Mr. N. Scorgie 
protested at the ‘‘ inadequate and- un- 
gracious’ form which the letter of with- 
drawal in question had taken, and proposed 
that the writer should be reprimanded by 
the Council. This was supported by Mr. 
W. H. Ansell, and it was unanimously agreed 
by the Council that the despatch of such 
a letter should be left in the hands of Mr. 
Ansell and the Registrar, and that a copy 
of such letter be sent to the Institution of 
Municipal and County Engineers.

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ARCHITECTS REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


In connection with another complaint, a 
registered architect practising in Scotland 
was, by agreement of the Council, repri- 
manded for failure to behave in accordance 
with the custom and tradition of the pro- 
fession. 

Tue Abmission Committez.—This report 
contained references to two applications from 
architects qualified by practice and 47 
qualified by examination for admission to the 
Register. These applications were approved. 
It was announced that the total number of 
names on the Register at March 20 was 
11,806, and that the total number of appli- 
vants rejected to date numbered 1,190. 

Board oF ARCHITECTURAL EpucaTion.— 
The Board reported that Mr. T. A. Darcy 
Braddell and Mr. Hubert Lidbetter had 
been appointed Chairman and vice-Chairman 
respectively for the year 1936-7. 


Mr. Darcy Braddell reported that 80 
applications for assistance had been received 
by the Board in 1936 under the Maintenance 
Scholarship Scheme; 62 were admitted to the 
examination, after which ten candidates were 
selected for interview, and as a result the 
Board recommended the Council to make the 
following awards : 


R. V. Crowe, £50 for the year 1936-7. To 
attend A.A. School of Architecture.—R. J. 
Coles, £110 for the year 1936-7. To 
attend Liverpool School of Architecture.— 
W. E. Hiner, £138 for the year 1936-7. To 
attend Bartlett School of Architecture, 
London University.—J. D. Tetlow, £80, for 
year 1936-7. To attend Liverpool School of 
Architecture. 

These grants were approved, and scholar- 
ships also were renewed to four students for 
the year 1936-7. 


In discussion, Mr. G. W. Jackson asked 
whether in future years a brief report on the 
progress of each student in receipt of a main- 
tenance scholarship might be placed in the 
Council’s hands for their information and 
guidance. This was agreed to. 

FINANCIAL AND GENERAL Purposes - Com- 
MITTEE.—The report of this _ Committee 
recorded that 973 renewal fees to the value of 
£324 6s. 8d. were unpaid on June ll. It was 
resolved _by the Council that letters of 
reminder, to be followed where necessary by 
registered letters prior to the September 
meeting, should be sent to each, warning that 
such persons as had still not paid their 
renewal fees would be reported to the 
Council, and that failing payment within a 
month after the September meeting they 
would be automatically struck off the 
Register. 


Representation of Provincial Associations. 


With reference to the question of Represen- 
tation of Provincial Associations, and the 
proposal (made at the annual meeting in 
March) that an originating summons should 
be taken out against the Council for the pur- 
pose of determining the meaning of 
paragraph 1 (vi.) of the First Schedule of the 
Act (i.e., what constitutes a provincial 
association), the Committee presented letters 
received from the Solicitor, from which it 
appeared that it was not competent for the 
Council to initiate such proceedings, that any 
such proceedings must ‘be undertaken by some 
body claiming to be a-provincial association 
within the meaning of the section, and that 
the costs of any such proceedings would 
probably be about £40 on each side, an 
expense that would be materially increased if 
the case went to appeal. The Committee 
asked for further guidance. : 

After a discussion it was agreed, on a 
division, that no action be taken. 


In view of the fact that the lease of the 
Council’s offices at 18, Abingdon-street, would 
shortly terminate, the Committee recom- 
mended that the leasing of premises at 68. 
Portland-place, owned by the R.I.B.A., should 
be accepted. This was agreed, and the 
lease wili.date from September quarter day 
next. 
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THE LE PLAY SOCIETY 


_ The Le Play Society has prepared an atbrac- 
tive programme for the summer vacation. 
Onder the leadership of Professor H. J. 
Fleure, a group of members and others will 
visit Roumania (August 2-September 1) for 
the purpose of geographical and sociological 
study. They will travel via Episcopia 
Bihorului and Sibiu to Paltinish. After visit- 
ing Bucharest and other historic centres the 
party will go to Dobruja and Constansa, and 
will return to London by way of Istanbul, 
Pireus, and Athens. The study of Russia 
and Poland under the guidance of Sir E. John 
Russell is to be continued. This group will 
leave London on August 1. Cities most 
closely associated with Polish history will be 
visited, and time will also be spent in country 
districts for the study of the problems of 
agriculture and peasant life. The Polish ex- 
pedition will return on August’ 30, but a sec- 
tion will go on to Russia with Sir. John 
Russell, spending a few days at Kiev for rural 
life study, afterwards visiting Moscow, etc. 
Professor C. B. Fawcett, of the University 
of London, is to lead a group to Czecho- 
Slovakia, visiting Prague, etc., and going on 
to Telgart and afterwards to the High Tatra 
(August 6-27). Another group of members 
will be leaving for Russia on August 8, under 
the leadership of Mr. W. Arnold Riley, of 
the University of Exeter, for general studies. 
The Sierra Nevada (Granada) has been chosen 
as the district to be visited by a group of 
artists, etc., under the leadership of Mr. 
H. P. Huggill, of the Liverpool School of Art 
(August 7-27). An interesting holiday course 
is that arranged for the Faeroes (July 24- 
August 16). Under the guidance of Mr. 
C. F. Davidson, with Thorshavn as its head- 
quarters, the party will make an investigation 
of the folklore and human ecology of the 
islands, and also a regional survey of Noslé. 
Students of regional survey have an oppor: 
tunity for specialised study at Ullapool, 
Western Ross, under the guidance of Mr 
G. E. Hutchings and Mr. G. Morris (August

ARCHITECTS. AND 
FURNITURE 


Referring to the exhibition of everyday 
things which was being held at the Royal 
West of England Academy, Mr. J. E. Barton, 
headmaster of Bristol Grammar School, told 
the Bristol Rotary Club that things such as 
wallpaper, glass and cutlery, which were 
necessary to a civilised domestic existence, 
should all come within the province of the 
architect, for historically they were his func- 
tion. In Georgian and Queen Anne days a 
house was properly arranged and designed,’ 
and every job fell in with the architect’s ideas 
and principles. 

Though this function had been forgotten for 
the last 50 years, a change of heart had 
gradually come over the architectural pro- 
fession, which he welcomed, as he believed 
that it would go a long way to purge art of 
shams and snobbery. They were living in a 
world of compromise, and so must do the best 
they could by feeling their way tentatively to 
obtain a happy balance. They were only just 
at the very beginning of decency in furniture. 
They were getting back from the unreality and 
superstition of tribal totemism. Architects 


were returning to that simplicity which was 
the foundation of common-sense, which’ in 
turn was the beginning of beauty. 
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LEGAL SECTION 


RENT RESTRICTION: DEDUCTIONS FOR 
RATES. 


Ar this distance of time since the passing of 
what is now the principal Rent Restriction 
Act, 1920, it is curious to find the Court of 
Appeal having to be consulted as to the in- 
creases in rent permitted in cases where the 
landlord pays the rates, a question still of 
importance as regards those dwelling-houses 
retained within the Rent Acts by the Act of 
1935, yet in the recent case Strood Estates 
Company, Ltd., v. Gregory, reported in our 
issue for June 5, and in 2 All E R 355, this 
question was raised in a complicated form, 
and the reason for this appears to be that 
for a long time it was considered that this 
question had’ been set at rest by a decision of 
the House of Lords in Nicholson v. Jackson 
(1921, Weekly Notes, July 16; The Builder, 
August 5, 1921). That case, however, was 
decided under the Act of 1915, and it had 
always been assumed that it held good under 
the Act ‘of 1920. It was held in that case 
under Section. 1, sub-section (1), paragraph 
(iv), of the Act of 1915 that where a land- 
lord receives a rebate in the rates under the 
Poor Rate Assessment and Collection Act, 
1869, in consideration of his undertaking to 
pay the rates whether the dwelling-house is 
occupied or not, the increase in rent under 
the Rent Act, 1915, was only the actual sum 
paid by him in respect of the rates, that is 
to say, the rebate must be taken into con- 
sideration. We think we may say that it has 
always been assumed that this decision also 
applied under the Act of 1920, and in Evans 
v. Baxter (1930, 46 T L R 270; The Builder, 
March 28, 1930), where the question arose 
under the Rating Act, 1925, Section 11, as 
amended by Section 3 of the Rating Act, 1928 
—under which sections the owners of proper- 
ties of a certain rateable value are to be rated 
instead of the occupiers but subject to rebate 
—a Divisional Court constituted of two Lord 
Justices of Appeal held that they were bound 
by the decision in Nicholson v. Jackson (ubi 
sup.) to hold that only the actual sum paid 
in satisfaction of the rates could be added to 
the rent as there was no change in the law 
in the more recent statutes. 

The facts in the case we are considering, 


Strood Estates v. Gregory, are rather com-" 


plicated, and the figures were very small, 

ut it was stated that the decision would 
affect a large number of controlled properties. 
‘Lhe plaintiffs, the landlords (the respondents 
to this appeal), were claiming arrears of rent 
in respect of a cottage in Strood between 
September 16, 1935, and January 20, 1936, 
the amount thus claimed being £3 2s. 11d. 
on the basis that the weekly rent was 8s. 6d. 
The tenant, the appellant to the appeal, 
claimed that he was entitled to certain sets- 
off in respect of rent overpaid for six months, 
but the figures, which are complicated, are 
not material to the questions of law raised, 
which were (apart from the question of the 
amount of the standard rent which was fixed 
by the County Court Judge at 5s. 6d.): 
(i) Whether in calculating the net rent the 
jandlords must deduct the rates as assessed, 
or only the rates, less the rebates, which they 
had actually paid, and (2) whether certain 
sanitary improvements—viz., the installation 
of a water closet, with the necessary drains 
and connections, a sink and a concrete pave- 
ment—entitled the landlords to an increase 
in rent. 

The County Court Judge had held that the 
deduction to be made was the amount of 
the rates as compounded and that the 
landiord was entitled to the percentage 
claimed for the improvements. 

In order to understand the case, it is 
necessary to refer to some of the sections 
of the Act of 1920. In Section 2, sub- 
section (1), the permitted increases of rent 


are made with reference to the ‘‘ standard’ 


rent,” and this is defined in Section 12, sub- 


section (1) (a), as meaning the rent at which 
the dwelling-house was let on August 3, 
1914 (we omit references to cases where the 
house was not so let on that date, or first 
let after that date, and provisions as to pro- 
gressive rents). ‘hen paragraph (c) provides : 
**The expression *‘ net rent’ means—where 
the landlord at the time by reference to which 
the standard rent is calculated paid the rates 
chargeable on, or which but for the provisions 
of any Act would he chargeable on the 
occupier—the standard rent, less the amount 
of such rates and in any other case the 
standard rent.”’ 


In the Act of 1915 there is no reference 
to “‘ net rent,’’.and in the paragraph relating 
to rates it was provided that—where the 
landlord pays the rates chargeable on, or 
which but for the enactments relating to 
compounding would be chargeable on, the 
occupier—any increase in rent of which the 
amount did not exceed any increase in the 
amount for the time being payable by the 
landlord in respect of such rates over the 
corresponding amount paid in respect of the 
yearly, half-yearly or other period which 
included August 3, 1914, was not to be 
deemed an increase above the standard rent. 


In the corresponding paragraph in the Act 
of 1920, Section 2, pe Eee Ty (b), there 
is no mention of the enactments relating to 
compounding, but from the words “an in- 
crease in rent’’ the wording is very similar, 
the increase in rent being a permitted in- 
crease, except that there is a further pro- 
vision relating to cases where no rates were 
payable in respect of any period which in- 
cluded August 3, 1914. 

The Court contrasted the wording of the 
corresponding provisions in both Acts, and 
although the argument is very complicated 
came to the conclusion that the words con- 
tained in the defintion of ‘‘ net rent” which 
has now to be consulted ‘‘ less the amount 
of such rates’? must refer to the actual 
amount of the rates without taking account 
of any compounding allowances, and thus on 
this point that the decision of the County 
Court Judge was wrong, but it must be ob- 
served that leave was obtained for an appeal 
to the House of Lords, though only on very 
special terms. 

To understand the whole bearing of the 
case it is necessary to note a point made by 
the Court that under the Act of 1915 any 
increase in rent above the standard rent was 
prohibited, ‘but it was provided that an in- 
crease in respect of an addition to the rates 
was not to be deemed an increase in rent. 
In the Act of 1920, however, certain. percent- 
ages of increase in the rent are permitted 
in Section 2, sub-section (1). In paragraph (a) 
relating to improvements the percentage is 
based in the case of improvements made after 
the passing of the Act on the amount ex- 
pended ; peragreph (b) deals with the rates, 
but in paragraphs (c) and (d) the increases 
permitted are based on percentages of the 
‘net rent.’ 


_ This explains the attitude of the landlords 
in this case, the decision in which involved 
a considerable number of tenancies, because 
since the latter increases of rent are based 
upon the percentage of net rent, it was in 
their interest to make the deduction for rates 
as small as possible by including the deduc- 
tion for rebates. 


The second point raised in the case, as to 
the allowance for the expenditure on im- 
provements and structural alterations, can be 
disposed of more briefly. Section 2, subsec- 
tion-(1), paragraph (a) of the Act of 1920 pro- 
vides that where the landlord has since 
August 4, 1914, incurred expenditure on the 
improvement or structural alteration of the 
dwelling-house, or thereafter incurs such ex- 
penditure (which in neither case includes 
expenditure on decoration or repairs), the per- 
mitted increase to the standard rent may be 
an amount calculated at the rate not exceed- 
ing 6 per cent. per annum or, in the case of

expenditure incurred after the passing of the 
Act (July 2, 1920), 8 per cent, of the amount 
so expended. Then a power is given to the 
tenant to apply to the County Court for ap 
order suspending or reducing such increase 
on the ground that the expenditure is’ jp 
whole or in part unnecessary, 


In the case under consideration the County 
Court Judge had held that the landlords were 
entitled to an increase of 8 per cent. on the 
improvements we have mentioned above, and 
it was not disputed that the work done, con. 
sisting as it did in the substitution to the 
satisfaction of the local authority of ap 
efficient and modern sanitary system for an 
antiquated system which did not meet the re. 
quirements of the local authority, constituted 
an improvement, and was structural, but it 
was contended that under Section 1 of the 
Housing Act, 1925, it was an implied contrac} 
in the terms of thé tenancy that the dwelling. 
house should be reasonably fit for human 
habitation, and there was evidence given by 
the chief sanitary inspector that before the 
works in question were carried out the 
house in question was not in all respects so 
But the Court held 
that this contention failed, as it was applying 
to a statutory tenancy the ordinary principles 
of contract between landlord and _ tenant, 
which would involve obvious injustice, the 
tenancy not being able to be determined by 
an ordinary notice to quit. If the. tenancy 
were thus able to be determined, the landlord 
could terminate the tenancy and then camy 
out the necessary alterations and then raise 
the rent to recoup himself for the expe- 
diture, and the injustice would be still more 
glaring under Section 2 of the Rent Act, 193%, 
as the provisions in the Housing Act, 1925, 
Section 1, which relate to houses of a rental 
of £40 in the administrative county of London, 
and elsewhere of a rental of £26, would em- 
brace houses excluded from the decontrolling 
provisions of the Rent Act, 1923, by Section 2 
of the Rent Act, 1933. On this second point, 
therefore, the decision of the County Court 
Judge was affirmed. 


LEASES OF PARTS OF PREMISES: 
LIABILITY FOR REPAIRS. 


The Court of Appeal in the case, recently 
reported, Greg v. Planque (1936, 1, K.B. 
669), had to decide a point which we touched 
upon at the end of our article ‘‘ Liability for 
the Escape of Water,’”’ in the Legal Section, 
April 24. 


The defendant was the lessee of the 
ground floor and basement in a house in 
Hanover-square, where she carried on busi- 
ness as a court dressmaker, and the plaintiff 
was claiming in the action arrears of rent, 
but the sole question before the Court arose 
out of:a counter-claim set up in answer to 
the claim in which the defendant alleged that 
owing to certain acts of the plaintiff her 
stock-in-trade had been damaged, 


Running through that portion of the 
premises leased td the defendant was a flue 
which was not demised to the defendant and 
in no way served her comfort or con- 
venience, but which was a_ self-contained 
pipe serving other parts of the premises but 
access to which was possible from the pre- 
mises demised to the defendant. Clause 2, 
Sub-clause (5), of the lease provided that 
the defendant would permit the lessors oF 
their surveyor, agents and workmen at any 
time during the said term to enter the 
premises demised or any part thereof during 
reasonable hours in the daytime for executing 
repairs and alterations of or upon the other 
parts of the said messuage and the sewers, 
drains and watercourses, gas pipes 4? 
meters and electric wires and meters thereo 
or thereunder, and of effecting any alterations 
or repairs that may be necessary in or to the 
drains under the demised premises, makin 
good all damage thereby occasioned, provide 
that the lessor should not cause more inter- 
ference with the lessee’s business than § 
reasonably unavoidable. 
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The allegations in the defendant’s counter- 
claim were that the plaintiff, by his servants, 
had entered her premises, and, in cleaning 
the flue, had damaged the defendant’s stock- 
in-trade by soot, dust and dirt. Alternatively, 
that if the plaintiff under the lease was 
entitled to enter the defendant’s premises, 
which she denied, the operations had been 
carried out without the exercise of reasonable 
skill and care, and, further, that if the plain- 
tiff was entitled to enter the premises, he 
was liable for all damage caused by his 
operations. Thus the defendant’s counter- 
claim was for trespass and/or negligence, 
and alternatively for damages for breach of 


covenant. 


The trial judge had held that the flue which 
ran along a ceiling of the basement, encased in 
a wooden casing, did not form part of or 
serve that portion of the building demised 
to the defendant; that when he entered the 
premises, as he was entitled to do, to clean 
the flue, he did so for the purpose of 
“executing repairs and alterations’ of or 
upon other parts of the messuage ; that clean- 
ing the flue might fairly be included in 
“executing repairs”’; that the plaintiff did 
not cause more interference with the defen- 
dant’s business than was reasonablé ; that the 
plaintiff's obligation as to ‘‘ making good all 
damage thereby created” related to physical 
damage to the structure or fittings and did 
not extend to damages to the defendant’s 
stock-in-trade, the damage to which was due 
in all probability to the stock being left too 
much exposed, and to the omission certainly 
during part of the time, to close the door 
of the room in which they were exposed. In 
that court judgment was entered for the 
plaintiff on the counterclaim. 


The Court of Appeal allowed the appeal of 
the defendant. The Court agreed with the 
finding that the flue formed ‘no part of the 
premises demised, and therefore that under 
the covenant in the lease the landlord was 
entitled to enter the defendant’s portion of 
the premises in order to effect repair and, 
although Lord Justice Greer expressed some 
hesitation on the point, that the cleaning of 
the flue which served other parts of the 
premises as regards heating was, in the 
circumstances of this case, ‘‘ repair,’’ treat- 
ing that word as covering the maintenance of 
the flue in the condition in which it ought 
to be to carry out the pore for which 
it was there placed. In this connection Lord 
Justice Slesser referred to two cases referred 
to in our article of April 24, Bishop v. Con- 
solidated London Properties (1933 102 L.J. 
(K.B.) 257), and Melles v..W. O. Holme (1918 
2 K.B. 100). 


Lord Justice Scott pointed out that, where 
disputes involve the construction of a written 
document, it is undesirable to refer to cases 
decided on other documents unless the word 
to be construed is a word of art with a 
definite legal meaning, otherwise a word 


‘should be given its natural meaning in the 


English language. In this case it must be so 
applied, for without the word repair in the 
clause under consideration there would 
have been no provision for the ordinary 
and inevitable work the landlord would 
have to do under his  head-lease to 
keep in good working condition a piece 
of plant essential to the working of 
the hot-water apparatus of the flats in other 
parts of the building. Thus far it will be 
seen the Court was in agreement with the 
decision of the trial judge on these points. 
Where, however, the Court held that he was 
wrong was in holding that the clause was 
limited to structural damage and in this 
connection they pointed out that in this case 
the landlord had express knowledge of the 
character of the business for which the 
premises was to be used, a point which we 
noticed in our former article was material, 
in the case of Melles v. W. O. Holme (ubi 
sup). Thus the Court held that the plaintiff 
would be liable for the damage to the stock- 
in-trade, but the quantum of damage had yet 
to be determined, and when the matter came 
before the referee he would have to decide 
whether or not the defendant could at reason- 
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able expense have taken steps as regards her 
stock to have prevented the damage which 
had ensued: 


I THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXXVI.—SHOULD SUB-CONTRACTS BE 
ABOLISHED ? 

“That a general contract should be con- 
fined to the work and materials to be sup- 
plied and fixed by the general contractor.” 

Str,—-There are two main points which I 
have to call in question in ‘‘ Negative’s’”’ 
rejoinder. The first is that the reform I 
suggest must put the specialist in a more 
privileged position than he enjoys at present. 
At present the contractor is to a very large 
extent responsible for the work carried out 
by specialists appointed as his sub-contrac- 
tors, and he has no control over their pay- 
ment as soon as he is instructed to pay them 
under a certificate. I should have said that 
this put the specialist in a very privileged 
position, and that the general contractor was 
under a marked disadvantage under existing 
arrangements. ‘To make the specialist an 
independent contractor, responsible direct to 
his employer, would seem to add to his 
responsibilities rather than reduce them. 

I am quite prepared to call this a “ pro- 
motion’’ for the specialist, but fail to see 
where the ‘‘ reward’? comes in, unless it 
assures for him no more than common fair- 
play. It is true that the specialists on a 
contract frequently have so much of their 
dues retained by the general contractor that 
the balance in hand often makes no induce- 
ment for the latter to get the job squared 
up, but I do not think ‘‘ Negative” would 
claim this as a lost privilege under my sug- 
gested procedure. 

The other point which I specially challenge 
is that the p.c. sums in a contract bear no 
relation to the cost of the work, as estimated 
on lowest tenders. It is quite true that these 
are frequently put at a round figure, but to 
put them at any figure out of reasonable 
range of the tender the architect is prepared 
to work upon would be to make the general 
tenders quite useless as an indication of the 
final cost of the job. I agree that the archi- 
tect could conspire with the employer to put 
in fictitious figures, but this would seem to be 
a cumbersome procedure, though otherwise 
perfectly harmless. We are rather concerned, 
however, with what actually happens, which 
is that if the architect is prepared ta work 
upon a heating tender of, say, £992, the p.c. 
sum included would probably be £1,000. The 
contractor would know perfectly well that a 
competitive tender well under the round 
figure would stand a good chance of success, 
and he would be no worse off if his judg- 
ment failed. This is entirely different from 
the procedure where three or four firms pre- 
pared tenders for the job, not knowing 
whether it would be won at £800 or £1,000, 
and I suggest, with every reason, that it 
conflicts with the accepted rules of fair 
tendering. , 

I cannot quite understand the seeming 
bitterness with which ‘‘ Negative’’ treats 
this friendly argument. We are all aware 
that each specialist complicates a job, but 
that is surely of the nature of modern build- 
ing, which is a complicated process, needing 
very careful organisation. Those complica- 
tions do not vanish when the general con- 
tractor has his own heating and_ electric 
departments working on the job. The com- 
plications are only of personal matters when 
firms do not work together helpfully, but 
they are of the nature of the work, whatever 
the personal relations. a ae 

With regard to abuses, “‘ Negative” gives 
an entirely false impression of what I have 
said. I was emphatic that they were the 
exception, and I will go farther and say they 
are the rare exception. There is no point in 
challenging my procedure because it would 
leave matters in the control of the architect, 
for the reason that I have never suggested 
that they should be otherwise under any 
system. But I do suggest that it would 
remove things from controversy if the em- 
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ployer were given the same privilege of see 
ing the competitive tenders for specialist 
work as he enjoys now under the main con- 
tract. That seems to be such a reasonable 
proposition that I cannot see how it can be 
challenged, by any person who regards the 
ordinary tendering system as a fair and 
proper one. Positive. 


KING GEORGE .MEMORIAL 


_Apropros the proposed King George Memo- 
rial, Major G, B. J. Athoe, Secretary of the 
Incorporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors, writes as follows on the subject 
of the correct setting of sculpture : ‘‘ In view 
of the fact that a statue of some kind will 
almost certainly be a feature of the King 
George Memorial, no matter what form or 
forms the memorial as a whole may assume, 
it 1s earnestly to be hoped (i) that the sculp- 
tor and the architect or architects will work 
in the closest co-operation; (ii) that the 
statue will not be wantonly ruined in its 
effect by faulty setting—such as before now 
has been the fate of many statues—which sup- 
plies at least one answer, or, perhaps, the 
best answer, to the familiar question: What 
ls wrong with London’s sculpture ? 

“Concrete example being better than 
generalisation, let me specify. In a space of 
railed-in lawn just north of Rotten Row, near 
Hyde Park Corner, there stands a reproduc- 
tion of the beautiful little fountain by 
Verrocchio in the Palazzo Vecchio, Florence, 
(The copy was found at some house in Kent—I 
torget exactly where—and acquired by His 
Majesty’s Office of Works.) © The original 
stands in a small partially roofed-in court- 
yard close to some elaborately carved columns. 
Lhe centre of the court is open to the air, 
but to all intents and purposes it is an en- 
closed ‘‘ interior,” and you can get close up 
to the piece. As for the Hyde Park replica, 
at only one point can you get within 25 ft. 
of it, so that the sculptor’s whole scale and 
effect are lost. 

‘* Rodin set his ‘ Burghers of Calais’ on a 
5-ft. pedestal, so that you can appre- 
ciate the wonderful detail of the figures. The 
replica, in the gardens behind the Houses of 
Parliament, is skied on a 15-ft. pedestal. 
Why an equestrian pedestal should be deemed 
suitable I have no notion, but a fine work is 
all but lost. 

“‘ Another glaring example of how not to 
do it is afforded by Houdon’s ‘ Washington ’ 
in front of the National Gallery. The original 
is in marble, and America kindly sends us a 
copy in bronze. In this case, the fault is not 
Britain’s, but to change a piece of sculpture 
from white to black upsets all the scale values. 
The original is in a niche; yet we place our 
copy in the open without a niche, but with a 
railing round it. 

** Let us look at St. Gaudens’s ‘ Lincoln * 
in Parliament-square. The original in 
America has a low base, on three sides of 
which is ‘a long, curving sweep of paving 
which suggests the Senate which Lincoln is 
pictured as addressing. In London the figure 
is raised much higher, giving it and the chair 
behind the figure a precarious, perched-up 
appearance, and there is a row of stars under 
the upper cornice, as though Abraham Lincoln 
represented a fine quality of brandy. 


‘* Now, in all these cases the originals have 
shown us what type of setting the sculptor 
intended. It is very far from being the fact 
that foreigners beat us at sculpture, but what 
very unfortunately they can claim is that they 
give = attention to, and exhibit greater 
knowledge in, placing and setting. 

**T have not cited these cases by way of 
belittling our native art, but, with the King 
George Vicseciat about to be started, I do 
earnestly hope that these and other unfor- 
tunate precedents will be examined, and that 
their lesson «will not be lost. . If, in addition, 
the architecture and sculpture are in harmony 
and the architect and sculptor are allowed by 
the Memorial Committee to work in untram- 
melled harmony too, all should be well.”

OBITUARY 


P. G. Bentham, R.B.S. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Percy 
George Bentham, at the age of 53. A sculp- 
tor of real merit, probably the most recent 
examples of his work are five pieces on the 
Royal Pavilion at Ascot, representing the 
native races of the British Empire. They 
were completed last year. Another example 
is the great figure of Navigation on the Port 
of London offices. Mr. Bentham was born 
in London, and his works in this country and 
abroad include a marble memorial to the fifth 
Earl of Harewood, two great bronze lions at 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, all the sculpture and 
carved decorations at St. Mary’s, Eaton 
Socon, and many war memorials. Much of 
his work as shown at the Royal Academy 
Summer Exhibition was illustrated in our 
columns. 





One who knew Mr. Bentham well writes :— 


The death of Mr. Percy G. Bentham, 
R.B.8., leaves a gap in a coterie of architec- 
tural sculptors which will not be easy to fill. 
Born in 1881, he became a student in the 
Royal Academy School, and later assisted 
Mr. Alfred Drury, R.A., as well as the late 
Mr. Albert Bruce Joy. 


A sculptor of distinction, Mr. Bentham 
specialised in architectural craftsmnaship, his 
activities covering many fields, ranging from 
church work to the embellishment of build- 
ings of civic importance. At Eaton Socon 
Church, during the rebuilding after the fire, 
his work included all the stone carving and 
the magnificent rood screen and figures. For 
the past ten years he assisted in the repair 
of many of the roofs of the Bedfordshire 
churches. His church work included the 
Clock of St. Dunstan’s, Fleet-street. 


At Newmarket Mr. Bentham was entrusted 
with the stone carvings, the bronze handles 
and other features. At Ascot he was com- 
missioned to carve the heads on the Royal 
Pavilion, which gave great satisfaction to his 
late Majesty King George the Fifth. 

Having fine skill as a sculptor and crafts- 
man, Mr. Bentham also possessed historical 
knowledge. and could be relied upon to work 
in sympathy with old buildings. The pro- 
cessional cross he modelled for Hatfield 
Church, the candlesticks and cross at Elstow, 
the rood beam and figures at Stapleford and 
at Eynsbury Churches, prove his versatility. 
At University College, Gower-street, he will 
be remembered by the wood carvings in the 
Great Hall and the lettering in various parts 
of the College buildings. His work on the 
Gustave Tuck Theatre includes bronze por- 
traits in relief of the founder of the Mocatta 
Library and the donor of the theatre, Mr. 
Gustave Tuck. 


Mr. Bentham did not spare himself in fol- 
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lowing the call of his profession. His 
journeys took him to all parts of the king- 
dom, and he made a point of carrying out 
the details of every work. conspicuous 
figure in the Art Workers’ Guild, the Chelseg 
Art Club, and in architectural circles, his 
death is regarded as a loss by all who have 
had the privilege of working with him,

Srr,—Most of the flat roofing specialists 
dealing in the bituminous felt and _tar- 
macadam form of covering guarantee their 
roofs for at least 10 years, and in some cases 
more. It is evident therefore that they have 
no misgivings upon the subject, and [ have 
personally found no case of such a roof 
executed by a first-class firm in good materials 
to have failed in this way. PERMANENT. 


Sir,—Your correspondent’s inquiry raises a 

most interesting and pertinent point. 
_' While it is true that an external black roof- 
ing surface does store and conduct heat, the 
laminated character of bituminous felt roofing 
(there are at least six separate waterproof 
layers in this system) is not detrimentally 
effected, and the fact that contractors for this 
system will give lengthy guarantees indicates 
that serious trouble has not been experienced. 
Your correspondent can employ bituminous 
felt roofing protected with macadam, without 
anxiety The layers of felt themselves act as 
a non-conductor keeping heat away from the 
concrete or boarded foundations. Other black 
roofing materials, not possessing the laminated 
features of bituminous felt roofing, conduct 
the heat to the surface on which they are 
laid—and with reinforced concrete roofs in 
particular trouble is caused through excessive 
expansion and contraction. 

Shingle or loamy sand and gravel is an 
effective protection and insulator—but this is 
a clumsy expedient, not to be compared with 
modern flat roofing methods employing light 
coloured tiles as surfacing. Pumice tiles in 
particular are ideal for this purpose, as they 
intercept and reflect heat. They are excep- 
tionally good as an insulation, and are attrac- 
tive in appearance. My experience, extending 
for 35. years in building matters, indicates 
flexible bituminous roofing with pumice tile 
surfacing as the flat roofing of the future.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS—XxVI 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., M.T.P.1. 
(Author of ‘‘Estimating for Buildings and Public Works ’’) 


HOSPITALS. 


Hosrrrats, Nursing Homes, etc., are dealt 
with in Part VI of the Public Health Bill of 
1936, Sections 181 to 199. 

Section 181 is partly quoted, and it.will be 
observed that the powers of county councils 
and local authorities become comprehensive. 

“181. (1) A county council or a local 
authority may provide hospital accommoda- 
tion for persons in their county or district 
who are sick. : 

(2) The power of a county council or local 
authority under this section to provide hos- 
pital accommodation for sick persons includes 
power to provide— 

(a) clinics, dispensaries and out-patients 
departments, and 

(b) in the case of the council of a county 
or county borough, and in the case of 
any other council who are a welfare 
authority for the purposes of Part VII 
of this Act, maternity homes.” 

Section 183 enables houses for officers to 
be provided. 

By means of Section 185, County Councils 
can make surveys of hospital accommodation 
for infectious diseases in the County districts. 
This may lead to reorganisation as far as 
isolation hospital buildings are concerned. 

Section 187 calls for the registration of 
nursing homes, and the suitability of accom- 
modation and equipment is stated as a con- 
sideration. 

Sections 196 and 197 give County Councils 
and local authorities power to provide labora- 
tories and ambulances. 

The provision of mortuaries and post-mortem 
rooms can be made by ‘the local authority by 
means of Section 198. This is quoted fully, 
as follows :— 

“198. (1) A local authority or a parish 
council may, and if required by the Minister 
shall, provide— 

(a) a mortuary for the reception of dead 
bodies before interment ; 

(b) a post-mortem room for the reception 
of dead bodies during the time re- 
quired to conduct any post-mortem ex- 
amination ordered by the coroner or 
other duly authorised authority ; 

and may make by-laws with respect to the 
management, and charges for the use, of any 
place so provided. 

(2) A local authority or parish council may 
arrange for the interment of any dead body 
which may be received into their mortuary.” 

The requirements as to mortuaries are stipu- 
lated in the Model . By-laws issued by the 
Ministry of Health (1935). 

An extract with regard to structural con- 
sideration is as follows :— 

“The building should be a substantial 
structure of brick, stone or other hard and 
incombustible material. 

Every chamber intended for the reception 
of corpses should be on the ground or base- 
ment floor, it should be lofty, and there 
should be a ceiling, or, if it be open to the 
roof, there should be a double roof with a 
space of eight inches at least between the 
outer and inner coverings or with an inter- 
vening layer of felt or other non-conducting 
material. 

Lantern lights, skylights or roof lights 
should be avoided. Windows on the south 
side should not be used, and if it is necessary 
to place windows on the east or west sides, 
external louvre blinds should be provided. 

Ventilating openings should be protected 
for the exclusion of flies, vermin, etc., and 
80 arranged as to be removable for cleansing. 

The entrance to the chamber should be 
direct, without the intervention of any 
passage. 

The number of chambers should be at least 
two, so that one may be appropriated exclu- 
sively for the bodies of persons who have died 


of infectious disease, and it may be expedient 
to place these chambers as far apart as prac- 
ticable, so that persons visiting the chamber 
used for the bodies of those who have died 
of non-infectious disease may have no reason 
to fear infection. 

Water should be laid on so as to be drawn 
from a tap within the chamber. No drain 
should be within the chamber, but the floor 
should fall to a channel leading to a trapped 
gulley on the outside of the building.” 

Reverting to the subject of isolation hos- 
pitals, the Ministry of Health issue a Memo- 
randum for the guidance of local authorities. 
The following are some brief notes from such 
publication :— 

The grounds of the hospital are to be be 
enclosed by a wall or close fence at least 
6ft. 6in. high; every building containing 
infected persons is to be at least 40 ft. from 
such boundary fence; permanent buildings are 
favoured as compared with temporary build- 
ings; in the wards, each bed is to have at 
least 12 ft. lineal of wall space, 144 sq. ft. of 
floor space, and 2,000 cubic ft. of air space. 

The isolation of small-pox hospitals is very 
important; the hospital must not be within 
quarter of a mile of another hospital, or work- 
house, asylum or similar establishment, or a 
population of as many as 200 persons; it must 
not be within half a mile of a population of 
600 persons; the hospital must not be used 
simultaneously for small-pox and any other 
disease. 

PAVING OF YARDS. 

At present, Section 25 of the Public Health 
Acts Amendment Act of 1907 (if operative) 
is the means of a local authority dealing with 
yards which are in an insanitary condition. 
This Section is scheduled for repeal in the 
Public Health Bill of 1936, and Section 55 of 
the Bill is substituted. This is partly quoted, 
thus :— 

“55. (1) 7f any court or yard appurtenant 
to, or any passage giving access to, a house 
is not so formed, flagged, asphalted. or 
paved, or is not provided with such works 
on, above or below its surface, as to allow 
of the satisfactory drainage of its surface or 
subsoil to a proper outfall, the local autho- 
rity may by notice require the owner of the 
house to execute all such works as may be 
necessary to remedy the defect. = 

(2) The foregoing provisions of this section 
shall apply in relation to any court, yard or 
passage which is used in common by the 
occupi2rs of two or more houses. but is not 
a highway repairable by the inhabitants at 
larae. 

(3) Any by-laws made by a local authoritu, 
whether under section twenty-three of the 
Public Health-Acts Amendment Act, 1890, 
or under a local Act, with respect to the 
paving of wards and open spaces in connec- 
tion with houses shall cease to have effect, 
and so much of any local Act as authorises 
the making of such by-laws shall be re- 
pealed.”” 

This is for existing buildings, and it does 
not give the local authority power with regard 
to plans of new buildings. Such power may be 
provided in the new model by-laws which will 
inevitably follow this Bill when it becomes 
law; nor should it be forgotten that an erected 
building, however new, is an existing building 
unless otherwise stipulated. 

Sub-section (2) includes common courts, 


‘ yards or passages, but precludes such courts, 


etc., if they are highways under the control of 
the local authority. 

From Subsection (3) it will be seen that 
the Section is to annul existing by-laws on 
the subject. 

It has been previously shown that Section 
188 of the Housing Bill of 1936 defines ‘‘ inade- 
quate paving or drainage of courts, yards or 
passages ’’ to be ‘‘ sanitary defects.” 


ENTRANCES TO COURTS. 

Here, again, Section 26 of the Public Health 
Acts Amendment Act of 1907 will have to give 
way to Section 56 of the Public Health Bill of 
1936. The new Section is partly quoted, as 
follows :— 

“56. (1) Except with the consent of the 
lecal authority, no entrance to any court or 
yard on which any two or more houses front 
or abut shall be closed, narrowed, reduced in 
height, or otherwise altered so as to impede 
the free circulation of air through the 
entrance, nor, except with such consent, shall 
any permanent structure be erected so as to 
impede the free circulation of-air through 
any entrance to any such court or yard. 

(2) A local authority in giving a consent 
under this section may impose such conditions 
as they think fit with respect to the provision 
of other openings or means of access, or other 
means for securing free circulation of air 
throughout the court or yard.” 

Readers may remember that in connection 
with rear spaces of limited sizes, communica- 
tion with a street by means of a passage was 
essential (Figs. 27 and 28). The Section now 
dealt with is a protection for such and similar 
passages. 

9. 
BUILDINGS FOR ANIMALS. 


According to the Animals (Miscellaneous 
Provisions) Order of 1927, ‘‘‘ Animals’ mean 
cattle, sheep, goats, all other ruminating 
animals, and swine, horses, asses, mules, dogs 
and other canine animals.’’ A ruminating 
animal is one which chews the cud, such as 
a cow. 

The housing of animals has been discussed 
to some degree in previous articles, the most 
important reference being that with regard to 
cowsheds, for the keeping of cows was dealt 
with in connection with dairies. Reference 
was also made to the housing of animals when 
slaughter-houses were discussed. 

Section 80 of the Public Health Bill of 
1936, replacing Section 44 of the Public 
Health Act of 1875, gives a local authority 
power with regard to the keeping of animals. 
It is quoted, thus :— 

“80. A local authority may make by-laws 
for preventing— 

(a) the occurrence of nuisances from snow, 
filth, dust, ashes and rubbish ; 

(b) the keeping of animals so as to be 
prejudicial to health.” 

Stables. 

Section 50 of the Public Health Act of 
1875 is superseded by Section 79 of the Bill 
of 1936. This is as follows :— 

79. (1) In a borough or urban district, 
and in a rural district or contributory place 
in which section fifty of the Public Health 
Act, 1875, wos in force immediately before 
the commencement of this Act, the local 
authority may, by public or. other notice, 
require the periodical. removal, at such inter- 
vals as may be specified in the notice, of 
manure or refuse from mews, stables or other 
premises. 

(2) Tf a nerson on whom a notice has been 
served under this section fails to comply 
therewith, he shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding twenty shillings.” 

The manure pit accommodation should be 
sufficient for storage to suit the ‘‘ periodical 
removal.”” The by-laws will deal with this 
matter. 


Pig-Styes. 

Section 47 of the Public Health Act states 
that a person, in an urban district, is liable 
to a penalty if he keeps any swine or pig- 
stye in any dwelling-house, or so as to be a 
nuisance to any person. Note that this does 
not apply in a rural district (!), but is 
scheduled for repeal in the Public Health 
Bill of 1936. 


Section 28 of the Town Police Clauses Act | 


of 1847 makes it a punishable offence for 
‘‘ Every person who keeps any pig-stye to the 
front of any street, not being shut out from 
any such street by a sufficient wall or fence, 
or who keeps any swine in or near any street, 
so as to be a common nuisance.” 


re ane 
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Section 27 of the same Act empowers a local 
authority to provide a pound for the pound- 
ing of stray animals. 


Model By-laws. 

An issue of 1935 deals with the “‘ Preven- 
tion of the Keeping of Animals on any 
Premises so as to be injurious to Health.” 

The following model clauses are quoted :— 

“11. A person shall not keep any swine 
within one hundred feet from any dwelling- 
house, unless the place in which such swine 


are kept be maintained in a cleanly and 


wholesome condition.”’ 

The alternative clause is much more 
effectual, and is as follows (the distance can 
be again taken as 100 ft.) :-— 

“Jl. (1) A person shall not in any place 
keep any swine or deposit any swine’s dung 
within... feet from any dwelling-house ; 

Provided that this by-law shall not be 
deemed to prohibit the aie of swine or 
the deposit of swine’s dung within the said 
distance of a dwelling-house if the place on 
which the swine are kept or the dung is 
deposited— 

(a) is not within the same curtilage as the 

dwelling-house, and 

(6) was being lawfully used for that pur- 

pose at the date of the erection of the 
dwelling-house and has continued to 
be so used ever since that date. 

Provided also that, where a place is within 
the said distance of a dwelling-house and was 
being lawfully used for the keeping of swine 
or the deposit of swine’s dung at the date of 
the confirmation of these by-laws and has 
continued to be so used ever since that date, 
this by-law shall not be deemed to prohibit 
the use of that place for the same purpose 
until the expiration of twelve months from 
that date.” 

Some local authorities have by-laws which 
definitely state that pig-styes are not to be 
~asgggg 100 ft. of a dwelling-house, or even 
ess. 

The position of a person erecting a house 
within 100 ft. of the pig-stye in such a dis- 
trict is a peculiar one. The local authority 
cannot stop him building his house within the 
distance, but after the erection of the house 
the local authority can prevent the use of the 
pig-styes—although they belong to another 
person. 

The following model by-laws are quoted 
further. 

**12. A person shall not keep any cattle or 
swine or deposit the dung of any cattle or 
swine in such a situation or manner as to 
render liable to pollution any water used or 
likely to be used by man for drinking or 
domestic purposes or for manufacturing 
drink for the use of man or any water used 
or likely to be used in any dairy. 

13. (1) Every occupier of a building or 
premises wherein or whereon any horse or 
other beast of draught or burden or any 
cattle or swine may be kept shall provide in 
connection with such building or premises— 


(a) a suitable receptacle or receptacles for 
all filth produced in the keeping of any 
such animal in or on such building or 
premises; and 

(6) a sufficient drain so constructed and 
maintained as effectually to convey all 
urine or liquid filth or refuse from 
such building or premises into a sewer, 
cesspool, or other proper receptacle. 

(2) He shall, as regards any receptacle pro- 

vided in pursuance of this by-law, comply 
with the following requirements :— 

(a) The bottom or floor of the receptacle 
shall not be lower than the surface of 
the ground adjoining it; 

(b) the receptacle shall be so constructed 
and maintained as to prevent any 
escape of the contents thereof, or any 
soakage therefrom into the ground or 
into the wall of any building; 

(c) the receptacle shall be emptied of its 
contents once at least in every week. 

(3) Provided that this by-law shall not 

apply to any place which is beyond sixty feet 
from any dwelling-house in another curtilage.” 
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It may be noted that for holding manure 
a pit dug in the ground is definitely unsuit- 
able, for the floor of the pit, in order to be 
in accordance with the by-laws, must be 
above the level of the ground adjacent. 
Removable receptacles may be used. 

The size of the manure pit is not specified, 
but it need not be of more capacity than will 
accommodate the manure of a week’s collec- 
tion, which for a horse is about half a cubic 
yard. In fact, a maximum size is sometimes 
demanded in order to ensure removal within 
short periods. 

The cover is an essential to prevent the 
undue breeding of flies, and also to prevent 
any disease being carried from the manure 
pit by flies, birds or animals. 
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For buildings used for the habitation of 
animals, and isolated beyond 60 ft. from any 
dwelling-house on another premises, clause 13 
does not apply. 

Here, again, as with pig-styes, if a house 
was built within the distance stipulated, the 
proprietor of the stable, or cowshed, etce,, 
would have to take steps to make his own 
premises conform with the by-laws. 


Poultry Sheds, Apiaries, Hutches, Kennels, 
etc. 

Such by-laws can also be made to deal with 
the keeping of poultry, pigeons, rabbits, etc., 
but the distances would naturally be less than 
that required for swine. 


SOUTHERN COUNTIES FEDERATION 


BUILDERS’ HALF-YEARLY MEETING. 

Tue half-yearly general meeting of the 
Southern Counties Tederation of Building 
Trades Employers was held in the South 
Western Hotel, under the presidency of Mr. 
G. Herbert Cawte, M.M., M.I.O.B. 

Supporting the President were Mr. T. 
Bailey (President, Southampton and District 
Building Trades Employers Association) and 
the Vice-Presidents of the Association, Messrs. 
M. S. Hill and A. G. Saunders. 

A civic welcome was accorded to the dele- 
gates by the Deputy Mayor (Councillor G. A. 
ee who said that the town was 
particularly delighted to have the members 
of the Federation with them this year because 
their President, Mr. G. H. Cawte, bore a 
name which had been honoured and respected 
in Southampton for generations. They would 
find Southampton not only a great and grow- 
ing town, not only the biggest passenger port 
in the kingdom, but, what was perhaps in- 
sufficiently known, a holiday centre which was 
incomparable. 

Mr. H. Hinkins proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Deputy Mayor for the cordial welcome 
he had extended to the members of the 
Federation. Many of them did not know 
Southampton as well as they should; for that 
reason they were glad to have the opportunity 
of learning more about it. Southampton was 
a very happy combination of the old and the 
new and was in the forefront of progress. 

At the business meeting which followed, 
the President reviewed the work of the 
Federation since the beginning of the year 
and, in the course of his résumé, touched on 
apprenticeship, unfair and dangerous tender- 
ing, wages and hours in the industry, re- 
gradings, organisation and the work of the 
consultative committees of architects and 
builders. A keen discussion followed the 
President’s report. 

Other items of business related to house- 
building, tangible benefits for federated 
builders and applications for differential in- 
creases in wages. 


The Official Luncheon. 


Mr. T. Bailey (President of the Southamp- 
ton and District Association) took the chair 
at the official luncheon in the South-Western 
Hotel. The Deputy Mayor, responding to the 
toast of ‘‘ the Mayor and Corporation of South- 
ampton,’’ said that the Council owned 4,000 
houses, and they claimed that there was a 
touch of imagination in what they had done. 
The relationship between the building industry 
and the local authority was wholly good, 
and it was a matter of great satisfaction to 
the authority that that was so. The very 
fact that the industry was so well organised 
helped to make the machine run smoothly and 
the links with authority strong and healthy. 

Mr. Eric Burt, FLOB., President of the 
London Master Builders’ Association, toasted 
the Southern Counties’ Federation, and 
remarked-upon the lively interest taken in the 
Federation by the individual members. 
Referring to the question of dangerous tender- 
ing, the speaker said there was nothing in 
the building trade to-day which was doing 
more harm than that. tt led not only to 
thoroughly bad work but to architects and 
clients being dissatisfied, and, when there 


was a slump, to the exploitation of labour, 
Anything the Federation could do to deal 
with the question was very much to be 
desired. 

The five essentials to a good building were 
enumerated by the President of the Federa- 
tion, who replied to the toast. They were: 
A good client; a qualified architect; a com- 
petent quantity surveyor ; a reputable builder; 
and trained craftsmen. There was no room, 
he declared, for the semi-skilled man who had 
made a failure of some other trade. They 
were trying to get the federated builder to 
take as many apprentices as possible so that 
those apprentices would have an opportunit 
of learning the trade as it should be learned, 
because they wanted the craftsman of 
to-morrow to be equal to the craftsman of 
to-day and yesterday. 

Appealing to builders to join the Associa- 
tion, the President said there were no price 
rings in it. They asked that members should 
pay what the Association considered a fair 
rate of wages, and observe conditions which 
the Association considered fair. If builders 
were willing to do that, then the Association 
would accept them as members, and they 
would be able to play their part in the 
greatest industry of the present day. 

Lieut.-Colonel R. F. Gutteridge, T.D., 
F.R.1.B.A., President of the Hampshire and 
Isle of Wight Architectural Association, 
proposed the toast of the Southampton Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, and 
referred to the cordial co-operation which had 
always existed between his Association and 
theirs. 

The President responded. 

Mr.” W. Craven-Ellis, M.P., who replied to 
the toast of ‘‘ the Guests,’’ proposed by 
Alderman F. Woolley, commented on the fact 
that the operatives were so well represented. 
As an industry the building trade was respon- 
sible for at least 40 per cent. of the trade 

-revival in this country—a revival in which 
Southampton had played its part. 

The toast was also responded to by Coun- 
cillor W. G. Dimmick, Chairman of the 
Southampton branch, National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. The operatives, 
he said, were in favour of meetings with the 
employers so that they could talk over matters 
without bitterness. Temacies had been made 
about the employers who did not join the 
Association. He could also say a great deal 
about those people who were outside his own 
organisation. He hoped that legislation would 
be introduced to deal with the unscrupulous 
activities of employers of mushroom growth. 
Reception and Dance. 

A visit to the Civic Centre followed by tea 
took place after lunch, and at the invitation 
of the Mayor and Mayoress a reception and 
dance was held in the evening at the Royal 
Pier. During an interval a pleasing ceremony 
was performed by Mr. G. H. Cawte, who 
presented to his predecessor (Mr. H. Hinkins, 
of Oxford) a tea service. Mr. Cawte expressed 
the warm appreciation of the Federation for 
Mr. Hinkins’s devoted services as President. 

Thursday morning was occupied by a tour 
of inspection of m.s. “Stirling Castle.” 
Luncheon was taken at the South-Western 
Hotel, the builders’ merchants of South- 
ampton being the hosts. Mr. E. Dibbin 
presided. 
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FLOO.;S AND FLOORING 


LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 

LecruRiv< at Carpenters’ Hall recently, 
Mr. Ingham Ashworth, A.R.I.B.A., described 
various methods of laying floors, some of 
these being ancient and traditional and otiers 
moder. Beginning his lecture with some 
remarks on craftsmanship, the speaker said 
that to-day craftsmanship was __ seriously 
handicapped. The speed with which build- 
ing was carried out, and the commercial 
propositions that were being dealt with, 
tended to climinate the personality of the 
individual. Speaking as an architect of 
work with which he had been concerned, he 
would say that he had found it exceedingly 
difficult to find men who were craftsmen. 
His experience was that it was only among 
the older men that he encountered a per- 
sonal pride in craftsmanship; among these 
he had found it alike in carpenters, joiners 
and masons; but so far as concerned the 
younger men, there was a lack of personal 
technique and personal craftsmanship. He 
was not suggesting that this was the fault 
of the individual; it was brought about by 
the circumstances under which building was 
carried on. Methods of construction were 
changing; the whole idea was speed, with the 
result that individuality, personality and 
technique were destroyed. 

Of traditional methods of constructing 
floors, the lecturer said the single-span floor 
was one with a direct span from wall to 
wall; the designer should choose the shortest 
span for the run of his joists. A single- 
span floor was better than a double or triple 
span provided it could be made stiff enough. 
A floor might be strong enough to carry its 
load, but not stiff enough to prevent deflec- 
tion; and the result of this would be seen 
in cracks in the ceiling below. The maximum 
span for a single-span floor was about 16 ft. 
with 11 in. by 2 in. common joists to go 
over that span. For reasons of economy, a 
floor should be so designed as to use standard 
scantlings. For cheap work an ordinary 
square butt joint between the floor boards 
was the commonest. The joints should be 
well made and tight. Proper places should 
be provided for pipe runs, ducts, and so 
on. 

A method of laying stout floors suitable 
for factories and other places where there 
would be very hard wear was to lay a rough 
boarded floor underneath, and another floor 
over, with the boards running diagonally. 
One advantage of this method was that the 
upper skin could be replaced, if necessary, 
with the least possible inconvenience to those 
who were using the building. 

Among modern developments was the ply- 
wood floor. For this, squares of plywood 
were sprigged down on to a floor, and this 
enabled the architect to get some design 
and pattarn. Stili more design and pattern 
could be obtained by making the upper skin 
of such a flour out of small units of wood 
4 in. by 1 in. by 4 in. thick. The prin- 
ciple here was similar to that of the old 
Roman tessere pavement. ‘These small 
blocks were usually laid in a special soft 
cork composition, and a space of a quarter 
of an inch was left around each block for 
this matrix to fill. It could be coloured, and 
— gave further opportunity for design. 

€ space between the blocks gave room 
for the small wooden units to expand. This 
last consideration was important, because. 
if kiln-dried wood was laid in a “ green ” 
building it would absorb moisture and swell. 


By means of a number of lantern slides 
the lecturer explained the methods of con. 
nga various types of floors. Other 
slides showed the work now being done for 
the renovation of Staple Inn. Among these 
Were examples of construction that had been 
unsound from the first, and other cases where 
construction, sound at first, had been dan- 
ovigtetd interfered with. In one case a lump 
ad been cut out of a main beam when a 
small staircase had been put in. 
= L. Jacob (Past-Master of the Car. 
Penters’ Company), who presided, said he 
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remembered the restoration of Staple Inn 
carried out many years ago by Alfred Water- 
house. At that time the building had a 
plaster front, and the architects had heen 
surprised to discover fine half-timbering 
behind this. Waterhouse had the plaster 
ripped off. The slides shown by the lecturer 
had illustrated various methods of cramping 
up floors. Was it the lecturer’s experience 
that a cheap builder cramped up his floors? 
Judging by the $-in. joints that were to be 
seen between the boards after the building 
had stood about six months, apparently there 
was very little cramping. 


HOUSING, SLUM  CLEAR- 
ANCE & OVERCROWDING 


PROGRESS UP TO MARCH 31, 1936. 

Tue half-yearly return of housing progress, 
now issued,* shows a continuance of the high 
rate of building activity which has now been 
maintained for several years. The figures for 
the half year ended March 31, 1936, are, in 
fact, a record, 174,009 houses being completed 
during the half year, as compared with

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80,611 houses up to March 31. But, as 
already indicated, the total number of houses 
completed by local authorities under the 
Housing Acts during the half year was 27,198, 
and it is known that these are almost entirely 
used for slum clearance operations. 

At the end of March the number of houses 
under construction by local authorities was 
53,929, of which 41,398 were definitely allo- 
cated to the Act of 1930. At the end of April 
these figures had increased to 55,455 and 
42,411 respectively. 


Overcrowding. 

Under the Housing Act, 1935, local autho- 
rities were required to report to the Minister 
by May 31 the result of their inspection of 
the working-class houses, to show the amount 
of overcrowding in accordance with the 
standards laid down by the Act. Up to 
June 13 reports have been received from 1,319 
local authorities out of a total of 1,536. The 
total number of houses supveyed was 
8,269,130, out of which 316,455 were found to 
be overcrowded (3.8 per cent.). 

The figures for the different classes of local 
authorities are as follows :—

149,917 in the previous half year and 168,727 
(the previous record) in the half year ended 
March 31, 1935. 

Within this total the proportion of small 
houses and of houses built to let has con- 
tinued to increase. In 1926 just under 70 per 
cent. of all the houses erected by private 
enterprise were houses of a rateable value 
not exceeding £26: by 1930 the proportion 
had risen to 744 per cent., and for the last 
year it was about 90 per cent.; for the half 
year ended March 31, 1936, the actual num- 
ber was 155,314 out of a total of 174,009. 
Statistics to distinguish houses built for 
letting and houses of a rateable value not 
exceeding £13 have only been available for 
the last two years. In both cases the number 
for the last half year is the largest since these 
statistics were available, the number of houses 
built for letting during the half year being 
61,826 and the number of houses built with 
a rateable value not exceeding £15 being 
81,015; of this latter figure 33,942 were owner- 
occupied and 47,073 built for letting. 


Slum Clearance. 

The progress made with slum clearance is 
reflected in the increasing number of houses 
provided by local authorities, 27,198 being 
completed during the half year and_practic- 
ally the whole of these being provided as part 
of the slum clearance operations of the 
authorities. The return shows the progress 
made with the various stages of slum clear- 
ance. During the half year declarations cover- 
ing 26,261 houses were submitted by local 
authorities, orders covering 24,502 houses 
were submitted to the Minister, and orders 
covering 18,448 houses were confirmed by the 
Minister : the total number of houses covered 
by declarations submitted up to March 31 
was 149,859, by orders submitted 128,760, and 
by orders confirmed 98,720. 

During the months of April and May a 
further 8,865 houses were included in declara- 
tions submitted, a further 5,909 houses in 
orders submitted, and a further 8,183 houses 
in orders confirmed. During the half year 
21,125 houses were demolished, making a 
total up to March 31 of 89,757. On the re- 
housing side 27,455 were included in proposals 
approved during the half year, making a total 
up to March 31 of 147,629. During the 
months of April and May a further 8,419 
houses were approved. 

During the half year 20,782 houses were 
completed which were specifically approved 
under the Act of 1930, making a total of

Reports have been received from most of 
the large centres of population, and it is not 
anticipated that the outstanding reports 
which the local authorities are being urged 
to send in forthwith will substantially affect 
the above results. 

The discrepancies are in the main not be- 
tween the different types of local authorities, 
but between different parts of the country, 
e.g., overcrowding is particularly acute in 
London, in Durham and Northumberland : 
outside the London area it is relatively slight 
in England, south of a line drawn roughly 
from the Wash to the Bristol Channel : on the 
north side of that line it is intermittently 
more serious, though its incidence varies con- 
siderably in different districts. 

The Minister has already announced that 
after consultation with the Associations of 
Local Authorities he proposes to issue an order 
specifying those districts in which the ap- 
pointed day for the operation of the Act—i.e., 
the date from which overcrowding will become 
an offence—is to be January 1. This order 
will be issued about the end of June, and the 
indications are that, with the concurrence of 
local authorities, this date will be applicable 
over the greater part of the country. Protec- 
tion is given to existing overcrowding uniil 
suitable alternative accommodation is avail- 
able, but the fixing of an early date puts the 
local authorities in a position to prevent the 
creation of fresh overcrowding except by 
licence from the Minister. 


Royal Sanitary Institute Congress, Southport. 

The Minister of Health, the Right Hon. Sir 
Kingsley Wood, will deliver on July 6 the 
inaugural address to the Health Congress, 
which will be held at Southport from July 
6-11, of which he is President. The Congress 
is arranged by the Royal Sanitary Institute. 
We learn that a record number of delegates 
has been appointed to attend, and it is ex- 
pected that there will be a gathering number- 
ing about 2,000 for the Congress. 

Among the 46 addresses and papers there 
are such subjects as The Future of the Isola- 
tion Hospital; The Draft Public Health 
Bill; and Overcrowding and the Housing 
Act, 1935. A feature of the Congress is the 
large Health Exhibition which will be held 
in the Floral Hall. Manufacturers from all 
parts of the country will be represented, and 
exhibits illustrating municipal hygiene and 
health and comfort in the home will be 
displayed. 
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EASTERN FEDERATION OF 
EMPLOYERS 


‘PROBLEMS OF WORK AND. LEISURE.” 


Speaking at the dinner, on June 17 at_Yar- 
mouth, of the Eastern Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, Mr. G. 8. Harding 
(Past President, N.F.B.T.E.) said that when 
so many industries were trying to put upon 
the State the onus of getting them out of 
the slough of depression it was a pleasure 
to be associated with an industry that tried 
to solve its own problems, without asking 
for outside assistance. ‘‘ So far,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘“‘ we have not had to go to anybody 
outside to act as arbitrator or help us in 
our decisions, but how much longer we shall 
be able to settle the question of hours of 
labour I cannot say. The problem of hours 
of labour is how we can draw the line be. 
tween the necessary amount of work and 
leisure without drawing it dangerously low.” 
He was, he continued, out as much as any- 
body for giving to all opportunity for leisure 
snd culture, but he did not forget that 
the powers of production with the aid of 
mechanism were not unlimited. He based 
his judgment on personal experience since 
the time when he was apprenticed. He had 
never been out of work since or worked a 
day, except Saturdays, shorter than eight 
and a half hours, but he had always found 
plenty of opportunity for education and 
culture and he did not feel like a physical or 
mental wreck. If the standard of living in 
Britain were to be maintained or improved 
they must take into consideration that the 
basis of such advances was that of the 
amount of labour we could contribute as the 
foundation. 

The President (Mr. J. Gowing Middleton). 
responding to the toast of “‘ The Eastern 
Federation,” proposed by Mr. F. L. Wallis, 
said that when thinking of one problem, that 
of cut prices, they were reminded of the 
amount of work undertaken by the muni- 
cipal authorities, which concerned them not 
only as builders but as ratepayers. People 
seemed to think that having played with 
bricks as children was sufficient qualification 
for telling them how to do their job. It was 
almost. incredible that otherwise sane busi- 
ness men, members of the County, City and 
Borough Councils, should go to great trouble 
and expense to employ qualified architects 
and surveyors, and then accept tenders 
which they must know meant very low wages 
for the operatives, and ultimately large up- 
keep costs. The last thing they wanted was 
artificially high prices, but they asked for 
a fair reward for the skill and responsibility 
demanded. He looked forward to the time 
when before a municipal authority embarked 
on a housing scheme it would seek advice 
from those who were through long experi- 
ence the best qualified to give it. 


HOUSING PROGRESS IN 
SCOTLAND 


Slum Clearance. 

Between January, 1934, and April last, 
local authorities had secured the vacation, 
with a view to closure and demolition, of 
28,529 unfit houses, of which they estimated 
there were 63,000 in Scotland at the end of 
1933. This leaves 34,471 such houses still to 
be dealt with, and the Secretary of State con- 
tinues to press for the accomplishment of the 
task by the end of 1938. That depends almost 
entirely upon the rate at which the local 
authorities can complete new houses in the 
remaining 32 months. The number actually 
completed by them in April was 1,360—a 
figure which may be expected to increase as 
the building season progresses. The number 
of houses under construction by local 
authorities at April 30 was 17,664. 

Most of the new houses will be occupied by 
families removing from’ overcrowded houses, 
but the houses thereby vacated in so far as 
they are fit will afford suitable accommoda- 
tion for many families displaced from unfit 
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houses. The Department of Health report 
that, according to their Returns, 858 unfit 
houses were vacated during April—a rate of 
fully 10,000 per annum. 


Reconstruction of Rural Dwellings 

Fully 20,000 dwellings have been recon- 
structed in Scotland with the aid of grants 
under the Housing (Rural Workers) Act since 
it was passed ten years ago. The northern 
counties have done well. Inverness County 
Council have paid or promised grant in 
respect of the reconstruction of 1,355 houses 
included in applications received up to 
October, 1933, when they decided to cease 
operations under the scheme. Lately, how- 
ever, they have decided to revive operations 
so as to assist urgent improvements and works 
for the alleviation of overcrowding in the 
county.

Valpy and Others v. Earl’s Court, Ltd 
ee Others. 
n this case the plaintiffs, Mrs, 

Valpy, of Kensington Mansions, Tale 
S.W., Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Butler and My 
Ena Butler, of Eardley-crescent, S.W., Miss 
Joanna Hutchinson, of Philbeach-gardens 
S.W., and London County Freehold and 
Leasehold Properties, Ltd., of Park-streei 
W., by motion, asked for an interlocutory in 
junction restraining the defendants, Earl's 
Court, Ltd., and other defendants, their 
servants, agents and workmen, from using or 
working in or on the first defendants’ pre- 
mises, Earl’s Court Exhibition Grounds any 
engine or other machinery, and from conduct- 
ing building or demolition operations in such 
a manner as to cause a nuisance or injury to 
the plaintiffs and their respective premises.

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WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Overcrowding Survey. 


Mx. GRAHAM WHITE asked the Minister of 
Health if the survey of overcrowded cond}. 
tions, as defined by the Housing Act, 1935 
had been completed; and if he could give the 
House some indication of the number of 
houses which were overcrowded and the 
number of persons concerned. 

Sime K. Woop said that up to June 1, 1,024 
local authorities had submitted reports. The 
reports showed that 6,431,464 houses were 
inspected, of which 247,884 were found to 
be overcrowded. These reports included 5§ 
county boroughs, in which 1,902,149 houses 
were inspected and 71,600 were found to be 
overcrowded. Up to June 10 reports had 
been received from 1,272 local authorities 
out of a total of 1,536. These reports 
showed that 7,893,399 houses were inspected, 
and 296,738 were found to be overcrowded, 
an average of 3.8 per cent. The reports 
included 74 county boroughs, in which 
2,588,020 houses were inspected and 99,581 
were found to be unfit, an average of 3.8 
per cent. 

The reports received included most of the 
large centres of population, and he did not 
think that the results were likely to be 
substantially affected when the outstanding 
reports which he had urged local authorities 
to submit forthwith were received. 


Housing Guarantees. 


Mr. D. Apams asked the Minister of Health 
whether he could state how many local autho. 
tities in England and Wales had given 

arantees up to March 31, 1936, under 
Section 2 of the Housing (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act, 1933; and the total number of 
houses involved. 

Sm K. Woop said that up to March 31, 
1936, 54 local authorities in England and 
Wales had given guarantees under Section 2 
of the Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 
1933, in respect of 10,107 houses. 


Waterloo Bridge. 


During consideration of the London County 
Council (Money) Bill, Sm Ww. Davison 
moved an instruction to the Committee om 
Unopposed Bills to omit that part of the Bill 
which authorises the London County Council 
to borrow in respect of the expenditure in- 
curred in pulling down Waterloo Bridge and 
erecting a new structure. 3 

Eventually the motion was negatived by 
186 votes to 96—majority, 90.

tion of the mixture and the period of maturity 
which were contained in the first issue of the 
specification have been omitted in the present 
revision. 

Improved methods of manufacture and the 
superior quality of cement now available have 
made it possible to increase the stringency of 
the mechanical tests, The loads to be sup- 
ported in the transverse tests have been 1n- 
creased, and the specified permissible amount 
of wear has been reduced.

SINGAPORE CIVIL AERODROME: 

Ruston-Bucyrus excavators have been 
chosen, we learn, for the excavation involved 
in the construction of the civil aerodrome at 
Singapore. A total of eleven machines are 
employed, including nine 32-B 1 cu. yd. elec- 
tric shovels and grabbing cranes and two 
10-RB §% yd. diesel-powered excavators. 

Messrs. Ruston-Bucyrus, Ltd., of Lincoln, 
send us the following details: The first ex- 
cavators which were supplied were subjected 
to very severe performance tests in difficult, 
sticky digging before they were accepted, but 
they passed through the tests with flying 
colours, and more machines of the same type 
were ordered, until the aforesaid total was 
reached. The aerodrome site is a. large one, 
covering over 250 acres, almost all of which 
is being reclaimed from swamp land situated 
in the estuaries of three small rivers. The 
total quantity of material required for the 
earth filling, raising the surface of the 
ground and levelling, involves the excavation 
of over 7,000,000 cu. yd. of material. The 
earth filling is being obtained from a large 
hill about four miles distant from the site of 
the aerodrome, and from here some 8,000 cu. 
yd. of excavation daily is being obtained. 
The material or filling consists of heavy, im- 
pervious clay and gravel, very sticky and 
difficult to dig, but in spite of this the elec- 
tric shovels are giving an excellent account 
of themselves. 

The hill was attacked from the top in a 
series of shelves or benches about 20 ft. 
high, the excavated material being dumped 
into steel double-sideed tip wagons of 3 cu. yd. 
capacity. Trains of 40 wagons at a time are 
being loaded and despatched to the aero- 
drome site. Filling in the swamp presented 
a difficult problem, but it is being success- 
fully tackled as follows: The site is divided 
into areas of 10 to 25 acres in extent by 
putting in dividing walls or ‘‘ bunds.” The 
water is then pumped out of these areas, after 
which the ground is allowed to dry and 
harden by the heat of the tropical sun, in 
order to form a solid base for the filling, 
which is being dumped in layers. Consolida- 
tion is being carried out by means of cater- 
pillar tractors and road rollers. Finally, the 
ground will be covered with a special top 
dressing and turfed over with special grass 
selected for its hard-wearing qualities, and 
another link will have been added to the 
rapidly lengthening and improving of the 
world and Empire air services. Channels for 
seaplanes are being excavated by means of 
Ruston-Bucyrus 52-B grabbing cranes 
mounted on pontoons.
